Early In the morning this latter gentleman, in his 
uanai Dland and affable manner, received Mr, Web- 
ster and several other gentlemen in his private omcc 
in the United States Court House, on Chambers 
street, and they were closeted together for quite a 
while.

THE HEI'UBLIC OF CUBA IN THE 1'IELD. 


It Is the opinion or many well versed in constru- 


ing and applying the law of nations and statutory 
enactments m Intricate cases, that the government 
at Washington, however unwilling or undecided it 
may be at present, will ultimately reel the necessity 
of preferring officially the 'charge that these boats 
were fitted out to commit hostilities against the 
"colony, district or people" of Cuba, with whom the 
United Stales are at peace. In fact, it was suggested 
Jn different quarters that this case would lose much 
of Its interest and importance, m one point of view,

It had also a 
completely organized government, represented n> a 
president and congress and secretaries of Stale, war 
treasury and interior and other officers and bodies. 
The Consress was composed of eighteen delegates 
elected by the people from all parts of the islanu 
It 
was at the time to wmch. I refer in session, and I at- 
tended many onts meetings. The election for Gov- 
ernors of the states took place during my stay on the 
island, ana were participated in by all tho inhabi- 
tants or the district described by me, except of the 
towns garrisoned by the Spaniards.

TnE LAW EXPOUNDED. 


Hon. 
EDWARDS PIEKKEPOKT, United States District 
Attorney:— 
Sm—Al. Morales Lemus desires me to hand you a 


brief note or the authorities and reasons upon which 
counsel have advised him that the neutrality laws 
forbid ihe fitting ont of expeditions against the revo- 
lutionary party or government Iu Cuba. This advice 
has been based upon a statement oi facts substan- 
tially like that made by him to you as to the ueneral 
circumstances aud condition ot the revolution 
The first statutory declaration of neutral 'rights 
and duties was by the act of March 2,1797 (l stat at 
Large, SSI), section three of that act lorbade the 
'•fitting, Ac., or ships to be employed 10 cruise and 
commit hostilities upon the subjects, citizens ana 
property or any foreign prince or state with whom 
the United States are at peace." With certain inter 
"Sii?"o'1no^ne5es"ary to be noted, this continued 


In 1810 'ftie revolted7 coiuuy« St. Domingo was~ 


divided by two rival clueitauis, who maintained war 
against each other, the government ol neither of 
them being recognized by the United States. In 
1818 the Supreme Court or New York, in Gelstou vs. 
Hoyt (13 Johns., 141), decided that the parts of 
the island respectively under the government of 
Pehou aud Chnstopne were not Independent States 
within the meaning of the act of I7a7, aud that it 
was, therefore, not illegal to lit out a vessel lor the 
purpose of assisting the one against the other. This 
decision being approved In the same year by the Court 
of Errors and impeachments. Congress proceeded at 
the session of 1817 to'pass on act entitled "An act 
more effectually to preserve the neutral relations of 
the United states (2 Stat. at Large, 370), act 
of March 3, MIT, by which they forbade the 
llttinE, 
Ac., of any 
vessel, 
&e., with 
the 
intent that she should be employed by any foreign 
prince, State, colony, district or people to cruise and 
commit hostilities, or to aid or co-operate in any 
waruke measure against the subjects, citizens or 
property of any foreign prince or State, or of any 
colony, district or people with whom the United 
Stales are at peace.'7 


In February, 1818, the Supreme Court of the United 
States affirmed (leiston vs. Uoyt, and on ihe 
20th 
of April' Congress took up and, so to 
speak, codified the whole subject of neutrality in 
the act (3 Stat. at Large, 448), which Is now in force, 
and which re-euacted in this respect precisely the 
language of the act of 1817. 


AS the law now stands, therefore, the statutory 
obligation or neutrality is due to rorelgn princes, 
States, colonies, districis ana peoples. It Is asserted 
as matter of fact that a district comprising the 
larger part of the Island of Cuba la in a state of 
revolt, in which the great majority, it not all, of the 
people of that district participate. They have or- 
ganized civil government, raised armies and prose- 
cuted war according to civilized usages. 


Mr. Morales Lemus has been advised that these 
facts bring the revolted Cubans and the country 
which they hold within the letter and spirit of the 
law as it relates to a "colony, district or people 
with whom the United States are at peace." 


The argument, irresistible as it appears to Mr- 
iloralea Lemus' legal advisers, which springs from 
mis collocation ot the law aud the mischief, is still 
further aiaed by some considerations, which I shall 
suggest as bnefiy as possible, but not presume to 
discuss. 


Neutrality has relation to war, and equally so 
whether it be civil or foreign war. Whan a cation, 
to maintain its sovereignty, makes war npon its 
own people, other nations permit that war, with its 
incidents, such as tne blockade of domestic ports, 
but only on the ground that it is war and that neu- 
tral rights shall be protected by both parties. War 
may exist between communities Irrespective of their 
status among States, ana the vice and wrong or 
iutenerence by others is the same whether the com- 
batants be recognized or unrecognized. Tlus wrong 
was found to be without a complete remedy under 
the statute 
naming only princes and States, 
and 
accordingly the remedy was extended 


to 
the 
cases 
of 
"colonies, 
districts 
and 
peoples." This atuenament was not neeaed to 
protect loyal colonies, districts or peoples from ex- 
ternal attack, for the right of the ruling princes and 
States was not limited to their seat of government, 
but extended ex proprio vigors to all tneir domin- 
ions, near or remote. There must have been some 
other reason for the change in the laiv.

The expectea visit of the Spanish squadron sug- 


gests inquiry respecting the present condition of the 
United states iron-dads ana their availability for 
the aefence of New York in a suaden emergency. 
There are twenty vessels or this class laid up at 
League island, In the Delaware river, aud several 
others at the various navy yards. Most of them, 
however, would require several weeks to be fitted 
out, ana were a foreign fleet to approach New 
York suddenly with 
hostile 
intentions, not 


more than half a dozen could be sent here 
in time to fender any service. 
Many per 


sons have au idea that the Spanish frigates 
reported to be on their way to this city, after passing 
the forts commanding the entrance to the harbor, 
might, by a threat to bomoarn the city, compel the 
surrender of the gunboats. While there is not the 
slightest probability of any hostile attitude being as- 
sumed by Spam in the matter, it may be slated, lor 
the coroiort oi aucli timorous Individuals, tnat In 
addition to the monitors Terror and Miantonomoh, 
each of which carries four fifteen-inch gons, ana tne 
torpedo boat ordered from Washington, there are 
present at the Brooklyn Navy Yard a number of 
vessels capable or preventing any offensive acts by 
the Spaniards. The doable-turreted monitor Koan- 
ofcc, carrying four lifieen-mch guns, although not 
Iu a condition to steam, could be anchored off the 
The' frlgatTSoIoPa^o? SJ?™ formidable antagonist, 
guns in broadside and one eleven"in?ff pivot guni 
could be got ready at short notice, and several other 
vessels also at the Brooklyn yard, although under- 
s:omg repairs, would renuer good service in ou^

emergency. The two iron-clads and the torpedo 
Boat already ordered to New York are abundantly 
able to take care of Admiral Malcampo's squadron, 
should he make a peremptory demand for the gun-' 
boats, and the community will sleep just as soundly 
with the Spanish frigates in the harbor as if• they 
carried the fiae of the United States. 


AD.MlllAL GODON'S VIEWS. 


At au interview which a HERALD reporter haa 


yesterday with Admiral Godon, commanding the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard, that olllcer expressed his dis- 
belief tnat any such squadron was on tue way to 
New York, as reported, aaa gave tne following 
Interesting information in relation to the Spanish 
gnuboat question:— 


KEPOKTEK—i nave called, sir, to ascertain what 
naval preparations are being made 111 view' of the 
approach of a Spanish squadron. 
Admiral GODON—Very little 13 being done. The 
papers have already stated all that I aui aware or In 
the matter. 1 do not believe that any such squadron 
is coming as reported, ana presume thactbe Mianto- 
nomoh and Terror were ordered to New York simply 
as an ordinary precaution against a possible but 
very remote contingency. 


KEI-OBTEK—Is it your opinion that the reports re- 
specting the approach of the Spanish frigates are 
wholly groundless 1 


Admiral UODON—There may be one or two Spanish 
vessels coming to New YorK, but 1 doubt that a 
squaaron is on its way here. Were a Spanish fleet 
to visit New York now, even if only ror the pur- 
pose of procuring supplies or repairs, such an 
event would complicate tne delicate question 
already pending between the United States and 
Spain, and, in view of the attitude maintained by the 
government respecting the Cuban matter, would be 
offensive to the American people- Spain has no de- 
sire to force an issue with the United states, nor 
aoes the condition of affairs iu Cuba necessitate any 
precipitate action of this kind. I do not believe that 
the gunboats have anything to do whatever with the 
visit of any Suauish vessels to New YorK, except in 
the case of the rizarro. which arrived a few days 
ago with officers and men for the gunboats. 


REPORTER—You expressed the opinion that the 
visit of Spanish frigates to I<ew i'ork for sunpnes or 
repairs would' complicate the question at issue. 
Does this aoply to a single vessel ? 


Admiral GODON—No. A single Spanish vessel on 
a.cruise might call at New York for supplies or or- 
dinary repairs with perfect propriety; but, as the 
neutrality laws are under consideration between 
this government ana Spain, the visit of a number of 
Spanish war vessels for supplies or repairs would be 
a very different affair. It would be regarded as fit- 
ting out au armament against Cuba, aud would raise 
the very same questions involved in the detention or 
the gunooats. 


REPORTER—It is stated that tne Spanish vessels 
are coming here to have their bottoms cleaned. 
Would the views you have just expressed prevent 
tueir entering the dry dock for that purpose? 
Admiral GODOS—1'erhaps not. it might be re- 
carded as an act of common courtesy to permit the 
vessels to clean their bottoms, and I do not suppose 
that any objection would be made to it. some of tiic 
Spanish frigates may come here Tor that purpose 
and be accommodated; ont it ia highly improbable 
that the Spanish government or her officers will take 
any step calculated to hasten an official expression 
of American sympathy with the Cuban revolution. 


RBPOBTBB—What were the real circumstances at- 


tending the surveillance of the Spanish gunboats by 
the government?

Admiral GODON-—I never received any orders to 
seize them. 
My instructions were simply to pre- 
vent their departure. They have not been m the 
custody or the naval authorities at all. Officers were 
detailed to watch their movements, and I simply 
notlded Mr. Delamater that the gunboats must not 
attempt to leave. Mr. Delamater had the rifrbtto 
construct any vessels he pleased, so far as my in- 
structions ivere concerned, and so loug as the gun- 
boats belonged to hiin had I put guards on board of 
them he could have ejected them by a civil process. 
So long as they remained m New York I could not 
touch them. Had tney attempted to leave l should 
have suttK them. This was the condition of affairs 
until last Saturday, wnen one half of the gunboats 
were completed and the Spanish agent waa ready to 
pay the full contract price for the fifteen vessels, 
$150,000 in gold, 1 notified the government of the' 
fact, and the result is already made public. 


KBPOBTKU—What arrangements were 'made be- 
tween yourself and Marshal Harlow when he tooK 
possession of tne gunboats? 


Admiral GODON—As soon as the Marshal seizefl 
the vessels the surveillance by the navy ceased. 
They were then in the possession of the civil au- 
thorities and I had nothing more to do with them. 
Marshal Harlow wanted me to leave the gun which 
had been used on the naval gunboat Maria, and I 
turnoa it over to him. He also suggested that I 
should BCUQ a guard to prevent any violent measures

A Magnificent Sensation Exploded-No De- 


mand for Hie Surrender of tbe Spanish

The highly exciting story that Seuor Roberts, the 


Spanish Minister, had made a formal demand for the 
release ol the thirty gunboats, abonc which so mnch 
fnss has been made lately, has jnat this slim fouuda- 
tion:-Sefior Roberts called npon Secretary Fish, 
and in the course of a conversation, which embraced 
a variety of subjects, r'emarKea that he aia not feel 
altogether satisfied with the conduct of tne United 
States in detaining the gnnboats. This la the exact 
size or the so-called 
"speck 
of war," and 


snows how easily a molehill may be magnified into 
a very laige mountain when people's vision become 
dimmed by undue excitement. Senor Roberts, in 
thus expressing his dissatisfaction, spoke very 
frankly about the grievances of his government con- 
cerning this delicate matter, but never said, or even 
hinted, that his government had instructed him to 
demand the release of the gunboats. Whether his 
government did so or not, it is certain that np to 
the present moment-and I give this on authority that 
cannot be questioned—Senor Roberts has not com- 
municated any such information to Secretary Flsn, 
It is, of course, still possible that Senor Roberts may 
have been instructed to maKe such a demand, or to 
do so if In his judgement he might consider it advis- 
able, and that the prudent Minister has not consid- 
ered it advisable to lay such a demand before our 
government in its present temper; but neither sup- 
position is entertained seriously m official circles 
here. Of course, with the explosion of this sensa- 
tional story ol a demand for the release of the gun- 
boats must fall also the other equally exciting 
statement that Senor Roberts had instructions 
to demand his passports m case ot refusal. 
The Jact is both those stories are purely the result 
of ignorance of the real steps that n"ave been taken, 
and have been set afloat eimpiy because they were 
regarded as the things likely to happen In a certain 
emergency. Now, a? regards the actual seizure of 
the gunboats and the causes that lea thereto, I am 
informed that some days ago Information Was re- 
ceived by the government showing a conspiracy on 
the part of an organized body of Cubans having in 
view the burning of the Spanish gnnboats. The 
action of the government in tha premises being 
based upon the complaints of Peru claiming the 
existence of war between that government and 
Spain, ana that the departure of tnese boats would 
result in a revival of belligerent operations, the 
Spanish fleet was placed under surveillance last 
summer. 
The government, having no desire to 


assume the responsibility of the security or these 
vessels, formally instituted measures of. seizure, and 
has

contractors. 
This is 
supposed to 
relieve the government oi a risk in the safety of the 
vessels and a bill of damages for the delay. Peru 
consequently becomes resoonsible, the seizure hav- 
1ns neen made upon representations irom the Minis- 
ter of that government. Mr. Delamater's protest, 
forwarded to the Secretary of State, was upon the 
same grounds, and was at once sent to Colonel 
Freyre, the Peruvian representative. The case is 
now considered legally In the United states courts, 
and, it is expected, will lead to determined litigation 
on both sides.

A Stormy Session — The Policy of tbe Union. 


The members of the Workmgmen's Union and the 


Arbelter Union met in the Stenben House, Bowery, • 
last night ror the transaction of business. The 
President of the Union, Mr. Nelson W. Young, oc- 
cupied the chair. 


On calling the meeting to order the chairman said 


that tne principal business would DC to hear the re- 
nort ot the committee appointed for the purpose of 
furtnerln? the objects of the Union, and to prepare 
for the forthcoming election. 


Mr. JOHN WOOD, chairman of the committee 


known as the "Joint Committee of the Workinc- 
men's Union ana Arbeiter Union," then read a re- 
port on the recent moss meeting in Cooper Institute 
and the conduct of the several branches of the

of the fall elections had become mamlestea it was 
not considered advisable to take any further action, 
out that it was advisable to put the worklngmeu's 
movement into such a shape immediately after as 
would prepare the Onion ror more vigorous action 
next year. This course the committee recommended 
for adoption. 


After Hie - reading of 
the report, which was 
finally adopted, a stormy discussion took place 
on the conduct of the war against Tammany. 
Mr. TKOUP, au energetic bpeaker. vehemently de- 
nounced the policy or the past. In his opinion the 
Union made a creat mistake in meddling with poll- 
tics at all. There were men who were so tied to the 
republican and democratic party that a block aud 
tackle could not drag them out. He was In ravor 
of a coalition with oue or other of tne political par- 
ties, believing, as he did, that alone, ana m opposi- 
tion, the worKingmen could do nothing. He said 
that he believed Mr. Young acted honorably ana 
with the beat motives. 


The PKBSIDENT replied to the remarks of Mr. 
Troup. He challenged anybody to say that he soli- 
cited the nomination of the woflangrnen, or that he 
ever tried to ootain a nomination from any political 
organisation. 
He went before the people as a 
workingiuau'8 candidate only and acted m good 
faith. The vorlanginen were foully treated on the 
day of election. He heard tne day before election 
what tactics were to be used tor his defeat, and was, 
therefore, hardly surprised at the result. An eil'ort 
has since been made to show that the workmc- 
inen 
did 
not 
vote 
for

candidate. 
Such statements are intended 
to injure

cause of labor, but they will fall or their purpose. 
He thought that, the policy on which they had 
entered should be pursued with vigor, ana advocated 
tue sending of a strong delegation to speak against 
Mr. McQuade. who is running'for Police Justice, to 
snow that candidate that he cannot speak and work 
against the interests or the worKlngmen with im- 
punity. 
Mr. TROOP jumped np xvhen the President sat 


down, and pltcned into Jacob Cohen, the late candi- 
date for Supervisor, in fine style, ana denounced 
him for attempting to use the Workingmen's Union. 


Mr. KUH.V, from the Arbelter Union, defended 
Mr. Cohen, and remarked that previous to the elec- 
tion there was no word 01 reproach uttered against 
the German candidate. 


Another member supported the views of Mr. 


Kutm, but wanted to know what was toe use or 
quarrelling over defeated candidates. 


Mr. PUBDY was in favor or taking the power ont 


of the hands or committees, and for every individual 
member to go Into his ward ana organize and work 
to defeat the candidates of the messier. He was 
confident that if this course was adopted the best 
results would follow. 


An animated discussion then took place as to whe- 
ther the financial report should be adopted with the 
report of the committee, halt a dozen delegates ad- 
dressing the chair at the same time.

THE VIRGINIA RADICAL CONVENTION, 


Policy and Coarse of the Two Factions— 


The Fight for Control of the Body-Extra 
ordinary Scene^The Question of Color—,

RICHMOND, Nov. 25,1869. 


Aa the proceedings or the Convention progressed 


it became more and more evident that two factions 
existed, botn of whom were striving to obtain con 
trol of the body, with the object of committing it to 
the peculiar policy they advocated. One or toe fac- 
tions, led by Hon. Jamea H. piatte, radical member 
of Congress elect from the Petersburg cUstrict, 
favored the prompt admission of the State with- 
out any 
unreasonable exactions 
or 
restric- 


tions, and tneir course in the 
body evinced 


a 
decided 
leaning 
towards 
the 
Walter 


republican party, who were victorious in the late 
election. Their policy was strongly iu keeping with 
the Known ajtf expressed wishes ot the administra- 
tion and the reconstruction programme marked out 
by Congress for Virginia; but though a majority of 
tne best and most influential members of cne radical 
party were enlisted with Mr. Piatte, set they were 
in the minority in the Convention. The opposition, 
led by Hon. Charles H. Porter, radical member elect 
from this district, seemed to have obtained an extra- 
ordinary influence over the most of the negro mem- 
bers, who chiefly made up tne Convention. Under the 
mask of republicanism these latter, deluded by Por- 
ter and others, adopted the most ultra course possi- 
ble, the embodiment or their policy being the non- 
admission of the State, under the guise 
of 


fraud and intimidation in the elections; failure 
to comply with the requirements of Congress In tnat 
the Legislature did not subscribe to the test oath, 
and a total insincerity on the part of the WalKer 
republicans, if new elections are ordered, the test 
oath exacted, and the offices of the State turned 
over bodily to Porter and his faction, then they are 
willing that the state should be admitted. When 
the election or temporary chairman took: place it 
became palpably evident that the anti-adrolssloa 
clan were largely in the majority, and from, that mo- 
ment the hall resembled a perfect pandemonium. 
Previous radical conventions, and even the State- 
Constitutional Convention, where the most stormy 
scenes ever witnessed to such a body were enacted, 
failed to come up to the Bedlam, excitement and 
threatened violence on this occasion. Half, ana 
often a majority, of the members were on 
the floor at the same, time yelling, and some of 
them actually hooting, at the temporary chairman, 
who was literally bewildered and confused beyond 
comprehension and utterly unable to obtain a hear- 
ing irom the body. The Convention was held in au 
old theatrical hall, tne walls, windows, stage and 
benches ot which were In a dilapidated, shattered 
and most unmyiting condition. There were no fires, 
and as it was intensely cold the members Kept on 
their overcoats, smoked cigars, waited, or rather 
rushed, Irom bench to bench, jumped up spasmodi- 
cally, yelling every two or three minutes; and this 
exercise, together with the heat of the debate, 
served to keep them warm. It was a rich perform- 
ance, the actors being In the body of the hall, with 
the audience on the stage and in the galleries—all 
of whom no doubt enjoyed it. 


Both the Committee on Credentials and that on 
Permanent Organization were composed chiefly of 
members of the Porter faction, ana. when the latter 
reported a perfect storm ensued. Out of eight vice 
presidents chosen by the committee not one or them, 
was a colored man; they were all white radical?, 
and all or them strong adherents of Porter, wno 
himself was named for the permanent presidencv ol" 
the Convention. When the report ol the committee 
was read an exciting and- Interesting debate fol- 
lowed. 


Mr. F. S. NORTON (mulatto) asted to be informed 
whether the vice presidents were all white or col- 
ored. If they were all whites he was opposed to the 
report. It was a question of color, and he stood uo 
for the rights or the blaclc man. 


Mr- KELSO (brown-skinned negro) asked the prlvi- 
leee of nominating one colored man, at least as an 
additional vice president- He named K. D. BeeKley 
(colored) as a gentleman worthy in everv respect of 
the honor. 


Mr. LEWIS LixnsAY (colored), of Constitutional 
Convention notoriety, in stentorian tones announced 
that the Convention was not here to argue about 
color. He was not over-particnlar whether the vice 
presidents were white or black, whether they hailed 
from Massachusetts or Mississippi. He (the speaker) 
was an equal rights man from the word go and he 
appealed In eloquent terms to the Convention, and 
even the conservatives, If there were any present, 
to sustain him in that assertion. Order must be Kept 
In the Convention, or either the police or Chinese 
would make a descent and Break up the proceedings 
Mr. FLINJT (colored) was strongly opposed to tne 
adoption of the committee report, which evidently 
was unjust towards his race in its discnmmation. 
Mr. UECKLET (colored), the nominee of Mr. Kelso 
withdrew his name in favor of Mr. Downey (colored)' 
who he claimed should be the nominee from his dis- 
trict. 


Mr. SAM HODHES (colored), commonly known as 


"Uncle specs," a lonuer member or tne Constitu- 
' 
petraten upon the republican pary-, of which Be 
was a 
much-respected 
and 
honored 
mem- 


ber. 
In 
all 
the 
distribution 
of 
offices 
in 


the State 
none had 
been 
given to 
colored 


men 
as 
sheriffs, 
constables or 
magistrates, 


and in the optniou or the speaker it was high time 
they should assert their rights. Let the colored men 
stand togetiier and woi'K in unison, and make all 
fbeir interests a common cause, lie considered the 
repoiu »o <™n-a(jo, imposed i>y men. wno claimed to 
be republicans. 


Mr. H. GA.BLAND (white) moved, as the easiest way 


to settle the quarrel, that ah tne colored men in the 
Convention be made vice presidents. Perhaps that 
would satisfy their ambition, and It certainly made 
but little difference. 


Mr- MADDOX (white), chairman of the committee, 


proposed on its part that the report be recommitted 
and the whole matter referred back to the 
com- 
mittee. 


Dr. THOMAS BAYSTE (sable negro), notorious as a 


conveutionist ana a deleated candidate for Congress, 
scorned the idea that a republican convention should 
be guilty of the crime 01 electing eight vice presi- 
acnts white, and at the same time he opposea the 
recommitment of the report to the committee. Tue 
Convention would act for itself and elect what men 
it thought proper. 


Mr. CHAKLES H. PORTER (white) moved that the 


report he recommitted, with instructions that eight 
more vice presidents be added, in order to include 
every element of the republican party. (This was 
all the consideration the negroes received, wno were 
the entire element of that party, and who elected 
Mr. Porter K> Congress rrom this district.) 


Mr. FLOOD (white) protested against the further 


discussion of the subject and called the previous 
question. This was done, and the report was recom- 
mitted, with instructions under Porter's resolution 
to appoint eigut additional vice presidents. Shortly 
after the committee reported eight colored men as 
vice presidents, when 


Mr. ROBERTS (colored), of Norfolk, again brought 


uo the question of color, lie did not want any dLi- 
tinctions or aiscrimuiations. All he wanted was 
true republicanism, ana he protested against tne 
adoption of the second report. 


Mr. BROWNLEY (colored) moved that both the re- 


ports of the committee be laid upon the table. Lost. 


The previous question then being called, bv parlia- 
mentary strategy the reports were adopted."ana Mr. 
Charles H. Porter took the chair of the President, 
thaniang the Convention in a rew brief remarks for 
the nigh honor entrusted to him or being called to 
preside over such a distinguished body.

Between the time of my arrival and about the 1st of 
August last I was constauUy travelling la the isu u d , 
and especislly traversed th at p art of it which lies 
between bunii Espíritu, about the central porUon 
of m e island, and Santiago de Cuba, near tne eaaU 
era extrem ity, a distance of about 350 m ilea 
Tttis disirlcl la a portion only of the territory which 
la occupied and controlled by tho revoluUouista, and 
Which covew more than two-ihirds of the area of 
the island, 
11118 rupublicau or revoluuonlst terri­ 
tory u bounded by lines extending from santiago do 
U uba on tho Caribbean s e a near tbo eastern OBd of 
the island, to Baracoa, on the Atlantic Ocean; from 
Baracoa to sogua la Uraude along ciie northern coast; 
then across the island to tuc Bay of B roa on the 
Caribbean .sea and tucnce along the southern coast 
to Hantiugo de C uba The total extent of the isiand 
IS about 30,000 square miie.s, of which the republl- 
can or revolutionist territory just described em- 
biaces about 21,000 square uibes. 
T h is territory lu- 
cludcs some wild tracts, but for the most part is 
open, cultivated country. It embraces some of tlie 
larger towns of the Island, and though these are 
BUil in the possession of the Bpanlarda the open 
country about them aud of tne d u trlct generally to 
winch 1 have referred Is occupied and controlled oy 
the republicans, it is their fixed policy for the pre- 
seut hot to attem pt to hold the towns, the occupa­ 
tion of them by tho Spaniards compelling them to 
withdraw laigo bodies from the Ughtlng force fur 
garrison duty. 
This district also extending to the sea on both the 
northern and southern sides of tho island embraces 
many considerable ports to which the Cubaus have 
Iree access, but liaviugasyetnom eausof thoroughly 
fortiiyiug these places they have made no attem pt to 
hold exclusive possession of them. 
w ithin m is district, oetween May and August, I 
visited almost all tho m ilitary encam pm ents of the 
revolutionists, about thirty lu all. At some of the 
camps there were as many as 2,ooc men, and at 
none less than 25u. To the best of my Jndgincut and 
belief there were la all these camps, m May, about 
16.U0U well armed soldiers, aud to August, when I 
left the Island, there were, I suould think, about 
20,000. 
But besides m is force of regular soldiers in 
camps the entire male population throughout the 
district which I have referred to was organized os 
os a voluntary military force, but being without 
arms, cannot be brougni into actual military ser­ 
vice. All this force of tne revolutionists was under 
the command of Qhesada. the General-in-Chief, who 
was Hppoiiitcd by the Cuban Congress, 
During mv stay m the island there were frequent 
conilictH between the Bpauish and Cuban forces, In 
many of wiilcn I participated. In the m ost Im port­ 
an t of those in which I took part, which occurred 
on the lath of June at Calabazas, the Cuban forces 
numbered alioui 700. The Spaniards had attacked 
but were repeued and retreated. A lew days before 
a light had taken place, in which, as 1 was then m- 
formed auu believe, the Cubans numbered l,6uo. 
Many other combats took place, witb various resulta 
The coiiUiHon of the country was one of constant 
flgUtitig between considerable forces, and on tne 
p art ol tbe Cubani 
under the control 
• At the time of my visit to the island the Cuban 
revolutionary party had already adopted a constitu­ 
tion embodying a republican form of governmcut, 
guarauteeiug the liberty of the press, of religion and 
education, and aboliauing slavery. It had also a 
completely organized govcrnmBnt, represented by a 
president and congress and secretaries of state, war, 
treasury and interior and oiber officeiti and bodiea 
The Congress was composed of eighteen delegates 
elected by the people from all parts of the Island. It 
was at tbe time to which 1 refer In session, and 1 a t­ 
tended mauy of lU meetings. The election for Gov­ 
ernors of Hie States took place during my stay on the 
island, aha were participated to by all the inhabi- 
tonts of the district described by me, except of the 


The capital of the republican gorem raent was at 
Sibaiilou, a town situated ip íue In terio r in an open 
plam on the great central highway of tlm island, and 
approached by good roads from aU dlrectlúB Í - 
pproached by good 
The islaqd liad then a|so beóu divided by the Con­ 
gress Into four S tates-nam ely. Oriento, Cama- 
guey. Las Villas, Occidente. Governors of eacb of 
these stales had oeen elected by their inUabitonis, 
aud they nail assumed and were adm inistering 
their offices. The government had also establlshod 
and m aiuiained regular postal service throughout 
ail Its territory; had createa courts and appointed 
Judges ana slierlffs or prefects. 
The local judges 
had opened and were holding their courts. 
The 
Supreme Coart of the state was not yet convened. 
The court 
administered 
laws which bad been 
enacted by the Cuoau Congress, and which were 
universally recognized and euforced throughout llio 
territory of m e CuDOD goverumeut whica I have 
described.

Morales l.,emas desires m eto hand .you a 
Drier note or the authonties and reasons upon which 
counsel have advised Iiiin that the neutralttv laws 
forbid the fltung out of «xpcdiuoiia agaiust the revo­ 
lutionary party or goveruuient m Cuba. This advice 
has been based upon a statem ent oi facU substan­ 
tially like that made by him to you as to the general 
circiimstauccs and condition ol tbo revolution. 
T hetlrsi BUtutory declaration of neutral rights 
and duties was by Hie act of March 2, 1797 (1 Stai. at 
l.argc, 381). section three of that act lurbade Hie 
“htting, Ac., of ships to be employed to cruise and 
comiuit hosHliues upon the subjeots, citizens aud 
property ol any foreign prince or Stale with whom 
the united States are at peace.” With certain inter- 
ruptiouH, not necesnary to bo noted, tuis contluued 
to PC the law until 1817. 
In 1810 the revolted colony of St. Domingo was 
divided by two rival chieltaliis, who maintained war 
against each other, the government ol neitlier of 
them being recognized by the United States. In 
1816 the Supreme Court of New York, la Oelslon vs. 
Hoyt 113 Johns., 141), decided tlial the parts of 
the island respectively under the government of 
I’ehon and Chrlslopne were not independent Slates 
wuhln Hie meaniug of the act of 17U7, and that it 
was, therefore, not illegal to tit out a vessel lor the 
purpose of assisting the one agaiust the other. This 
decision beiug approved In the same year by the Court 
of Errors and impeachments. Congress proceeded at 
the session ol 1817 to pass an act entitled “An act

ulzed either as a 
belligerent merely or os a 
State—the Court said;—“ It would indeed be unrea­ 
sonable and uniust to visit upou Hie inuoceut 
owners of this property the sins of a pirate; and 
were this allegation made out the Court would ffiid 
no difficulty to m aking the reatituttoii which m asked 
for. But Is It so; was the General Arlsinendi a pi­ 
ratical cruiser f The Court thinks nou Among the 
exhibits is a copy of a cominisslon, which U all that 
m such a case can be expected, which appears to have 
been Issued under the authority of tlio republic of 
Venezuela. This republic is composed of the inhab­ 
itants of a portion of the dommion of «pam , In 
Houth America, who have been lor some time past 
and stih are m atotalning a contest for Independ­ 
ence with the m other country. Although not ac­ 
knowledged by our goveriiinent as uu ludepeudent 
nation, it Is well known th at open war exists be­ 
tween them aud his Catholic Majesty, In which the 
United States m aintains strict ueutrality. In this 
state of things this Court cannot but respect the 
belligerent rights of both parUes, and does not y e a t 
as pirates the cruisers of either, so long as they aci: 
under and within Hie scope of their respective com ­ 
missions. This capture, iheii, having been m ade 
under a regular commission of the goverum eut of 
Venezuela the cantors acquired thereby a title to 
the vessel aud cargo, whlcU could ouly be diverted 
by recapture or by the seutence of a prize court of 
the country uuder whoae commlsslou the capture 
was made.” 
The principle of these decisions and others to the 
same effect are entirely consistent with the rule de­ 
clared lu Hose vs. Uimuly (4 Craucti, 292} am) its 
kindred cásés. 
The belligerent right to neutral conduct springs 
from the possession of the stated law, aud dues uot 
need to aw ait auy formal concessioii by the poiiti 
cal branch of the government. No recognition of 
belligereuco was ever accorded to the .South Ameri­ 
can republics, bat they were at all times treated ou 
equal term s wlUi spam to the couru. W hether thero

The expected visit of the Spanish squadron sug­ 
gests inquiry respoctlng the preseut condlUoa of tbe 
United States Iron-clatla and their availability for 
the defence of New York to a sudden emergency. 
There are tw enty vessels or this class laid up at 
League island, to the Helawuie nver, and several 
others at the various navy yards. Most of them, 
however, would require several weeks to lie fitted 
out, and were a 
foreign fleet to approach New 
Vork 
suddenly 
w ith 
hostile 
Intcniious, 
not 
more than 
half a dozen could 
be sent here 
to 
time to 
render auy 
service. 
Many 
per 
sons have an 
idea that the Spanish 
frigates 
reported to be on tbeir way to this city, after passing 
the forts com m auding the entrance to the harbor, 
mlgbt, by a threat to bomoard the city, compel the 
surrender of the gunboats, 
wnile there la not tbo 
slightest probability of any hostile attitude being as­ 
sumed by Spam in tlic m atter, it mav be stated, tor 
the com lort of such timorous Individuals, that In 
addition to the moiiiiore Terror and Mtamonomoh, 
each of whicU carries four flfteeii-toch guns, and the 
torpedo boat ordered from W ashington, m ere are 
present at m e Brooklyn Navy Yard a num ber of 
vessels capable of prevenUng auy offensive acts by 
tho Spaniards. 
The double-m rretod m onitor R oan­ 
oke, carrying four tlfiucn-iiich guns, although not 
toacondiU ou to steam, could be anchored off the 
city, and would prove a very form idable autagom st. 
The frigate Colorado, carrying forty-two nine-inch 
guns to broadside and one eleven-mch pivot gun, 
could bo got ready at short notice, and several ucher 
vessels also at tho Urooklyn yard, although under- 
going repairs, would render good service lu such uu 
emergency. The two iron-clads and the 
torpedo 
boat already oVdercd to New York are abuudautly 
able to take care of Admiral Malcumpo’s squadrou, 
should he m ake a perem ptory deuiaud for m e gnu- 
boats, and the community will sleep just as soumiiy 
with tho Spanish frigates in tho harbor as if they 
carried the flag of the United Stales.

pose of procuring 
supplies or repairs, such an 
event would complicate 
the 
delicate quedioii 
already peudiug between me United States and 
Spam, and, m view of the attitude m am taiued by the 
goverumeut rcspecHug the Cuban m atter, would be 
oifenstve to tbe American people. Sp.iiii has uo de­ 
sire to force au issue with the United States, nor 
does m e condition of affairs lu Cuba necessitate any 
precipitate action of this kind. 1 do not believe Hiat 
Hie gunboats have anymiiig to do whatever wlih me 
visit of any Spanish vessels to New York, except in 
the case of the IMzarro, which arrived a few days 
ago with officers and men for the gunboats.

ered It advisable to lay such a demand before our 
government in Its present tem per; but neither sup­ 
position IS euteriaiiied seriously m official circles 
here. Of course, with the explosion of this scnsa- 
Honal story ol a demand for the release of the g u n ­ 
boats m ust tall also the other equally excliiiig 
statem ent that señor Roberts ha<l Instructions 
to demand nis passporw 
in case of 
refusal. 
The fact IB both iliose stories are purely the result 
of Ignorance of the real steps that have been taken, 
and have been set uffoal simply because tbey wero 
regarded as the ttiiugs likely to happen in a certain 
emergency. Now, os regards the actual seizure of 
the gunboats aud the causes th at led thereto, 1 am 
informed that some days ago informaHon was re­ 
ceived by the government showing a conspiracy on 
the p a n of an organized body of Cubans having m 
view tne burning of the Spanish gunboats. The 
action of the government in tho premises being 
based upon the complaints of Peru ciaim lng the 
existence of war between that govem raent and 
Spain, and that the departure of these boats would 
reenlt to a revival of belligerent operallous, the 
Spautsb fleet was placed under surveillance lost 
summer. 
The govermneut, having no desire to 
assnme tlio responsibility of the security of these 
vessels, formally Instituted measures of seizure, and 
has

This

ter of that Rovernmoiit. Mr. Delamater’s protest, 
forwarded to the Secrolary of State, was upon the 
same grounds, and was at once sent to Colonel 
Freyre, the Peruvian representative. The ca.se is 
now coDBulered leg-aliy in the United states courts, 
and, It Is expected, will lead to determ ined litigation

liis subjects like any other sovereign ruler, and, what 
is more, I am sure his subjects are far happier mor- 
tals than are those of most sovereigns. The classic 
monxaux or tne Italian school having been turned 
ont m the middle ot the street, the Olfenbachian airs 
enjoy the sidewalk for the time being, at least; not 
only this, bnt they are sung and fiddled, hummed 
ana drummed in tne parlor, in the club, ia my lady's 
chamber, and even on 'Change. Here in Paris anr- 
iuff the past month optra ooujfehas been steady In 
the market— that is to say, played nightly in three 
theatres, and new operas of the same sort are 
projected or on the eve of a nappy delivery. Such 
being the state of things musical, It recently oc- 
curred to me that an interview with the celebrated 
maestro, now In the zenith of Ills fame, would not. 
be amiss. Accordingly I called on the Parisian-Ger- 
man celebrity to-day, ana.was accorded by Him a 
most entertaining recaption. 


M. Offenbach resides not Jar from the great boule- 


vards, at No. 11 rue Lafltte. He is a moat assldloua 
worker, and consequently Has precious few momenta 
to bestow on the innumerable Bohemians otthe resi- 
dent aa also tx tho nomadic order wlio try to wrce 


his door, BB they try to force the doors of all celebri 
ties. In most of these attempts the difficulty of the 
Bohemians consists in the fact that, far from being 
able to speak foreign languages with any elegance, 
they are unable to speak their mother tongne except 
in broKcu bits, aud that, moreover, having led such 
a peculiarly wandering career, their knowledge is 
stun'ed as to the manners and ways of cood society. 
Hence it Is rare tuat they meet with any success 
in their Sisyphian labor of _Bmqe!£mg at tlie 
doors of the gods and goddesses of high art—re 
mamlng always fortunate whenever the cooks 
allow them tne run of the kitchen, as to scraps. At 
mv first visit my ticket of admission was answered 
thns:—"M. Offenbach is indisposed; he prays you to 
pass in two or three days, and he will receive you 
with pleasure; from four to six." I called as per 
programme, ana have just had a full survey of and 
chat with the most popular of purveyors in the 
tickling music line. 
Although in easy circum- 


stances, M. Offenbach does not belong to the golden 
circle ot millionnalres. He has been rewarded with 
pretty fair prices ror his services ever sm€e he com- 
menced liis career; but never have those prices 
approached the relative fabulous sums that are now 
being paid to artists all over the world, and which, 
In yonr metropolis, have from time immemorial been 
thrown, lasso-like, at the royal heads or art and 
talent. It Is only since the accession to the throne 
of her Royal Highness la Grande Duchesse de Gerol- 
stein that both the fame and the purse of the 
maestro Seuan to take somewhat unwonted dimen- 
sions. At present he lives m the most moJest style 
in a very unpretentious apartment at the top of the 
fourth floor of the house in rue Lafltte. 


The domestic who answered my summons at the 


door escorted me through a small ante-room into 
the salon, and there requested me to wait a little, as 
"Monsieur" was enzaged in his study. Taking my 
scat on a (ete-a-teie I observed that the salon, rather 
small and low pitched, was very nicely fnrnisned 
and found it impossible to discover any traces o 
genius in the shape of stray instruments or musli 
sheets, all of which I had calculated on finding, so 
to speak, in the boudoir of her Highness of Gerol 
stein. 


l!y survey of the scene had lasted a few moment 


only when the door opened and M. Offenbach entered 
smoking a cissr, his right hand being bandaged in a 
wMte handkerchief on account of a bruise, duly 
explained as he saluted me witii a cordial lefc 
handed shake. Seating himself by me, he coatinuet 
to smoke as long as our conversation lasted. Hi 
belongs to the Grant smoking order. There was no 
mistaking the fact that I was seated before the man 
•n hose photograph is so abundantly displayed in tin 
boulevard shop windows—the same keen, sharp 
features and expression ot countenance, spare 
physique and tidiness of dress that I had seen m the 
portraits. As he quietly puffed his cigar his wholi 
look seemed to say, "I am the man who conceived 
all those sprightly airs, and who can conceive more 
of them." Omitting the 
various queries am 


responses that passed between us as a prelimmar 
1 proceed to resume the main points of our conver 
satiou:—

I am surprised to learn that 
Italian opera has not taken root there. I am glad to 
liear that my music is so well known in America as 
-you say it is. I would certainly like to go to New 
York; "but it Is so far on", ana. then, I can't bear the 
sea— 
ftjf n'aim? pas tower'" But—who Knows9— 
perhans one day I mav so over there, and it is not 
decided that 1 shall never see your great city. New 
York is, as I suppose, a great emporium of the com- 
merce ot the worid, more engaged \\ ith. business 
than with amusements; and it is particularly on 
that account I nave been raiher surprised to hear 
that my operas have been so wide'y circulated in 
y our midst.

"Orphee aux [infers," '-Genc-v levc de Brabant," 
"La Chanson de Kortumo," "Les Bavards," &c., 
flist appeared. In iSut I had motives ior withdraw- 
ing no'n tlie directorship. I then composed tne 
music for "La Belie Helene,'' "Barbe Blene" and 
••La Grande Duchesse,'" which were brought out at 
the VaruHts; and, at the epoch of the Universal 
Exposition m 1567, "La Vie Parisienne" was com- 
posed for the Palais Royal. 
You nave just 
seen these last two pieces at those theatres, and "La 
Diva'1 and -'L'ile de 1'ullpatan" performed at the 
Bojffes. 
Several new pieces of mine are to be 


ilayed very soon, which you will also be able to see. 
am now wilting—a esrtre—and am kept con- 
stsatly occupied on the work expected of me;

The maestro then piloted me to his front door and 
bade me au ret oir! 


M. Offenbach's manner is characterized by marked 
reserve, yet it does not partake of coldness; for I can 
say that my visit to him was a most agreeable one. 
tie is afflicted with myopia ana wears constautlv a 
double eyeglass attached to a broad black ribbon 
laug'ag aiouud ins neck. Tue Emperor Napoleon 
:II. decorated him with the Lecion of Honor 
;he ijth of August, 1861. 
He speaks

not 
he simgest tinge of the well ynown accent 
,o common to his compatriots of Colon;:" can be 
detected in his speech. He is still young in ai.r°ar- 
ance as well as in years, and, as he does not "be- 
grudge work" in the least, it is safe to say tuat the 
Ki eat public has not heard the last of him. In tne 
eaniei portion of his career he says that he never 
succeeded m obtaining a libretto of any worth. The 
weakness of all the pieces submitted to him was lor 
a great deal in the non-development of his musical 
lowers. At Orst he was restricted to the cold inani- 
.ies of the authors upon whom he happened to fall 
whereas Ills talent needed for its growth, for its 
nspiration, l:ve ideas and a live style. It was only 
wnen he received these at tne hands of Messrs 
leiibac and Halevy, the authors of "La Grande 
Duchesse" and "Le Uelle Helene, that he received a 
air field for the display or his art.

Yesterday atter/ioon the service at Westminster 
AbPs,? was attended by an overwhelming congrega- 
tion, and many hundreds were unable to gam ad- 
mission. It had been announced that the Bisbop of 
London wouid preach "a funeral sermon" with ref- 
erence to the late Mr. Peabody. The musical part of 
the service was, as usual, admirably perforiueu, and 
Handel's anthem, "When the ear heard him,' & 
was beaumuily sung. 


The right reverend prelate took for his test He- 
brews iv., 11:—"Let us labor, therefore, to cuter into 
that rest, lest any man lall alter the same example 
of unbelief." Alter an eloquent exposition of tne 
words of the text, in w hicn the preacher fehoft ed 
that they were a warning to those who did not 
evince their practical bel'ef m ttte Gospel by sei/mg 
hold of tlie salvation which it ett'ers, and that rest 
spoken of was the object of the Christian's laboi, 
wuicn would have its perfect consummation in a 
kingdom prepared for God's people, lie said he Had 
no doubt that while he had been speakmit 
the thoughts of his hearers had been on him TV hose 
mortal remains were still within these walls; a man 
to whom at his funeral the representatives of the 
governments of two nations had paid the spontane- 
ous homage of their esteem and gratitude. The 
name ot many a man who fllleii a page m our 
country's nistory, or who was illustrious in litera- 
ture, science or art, was inscribed on the monu- 
ments around them, but there was the name ol no 
man inscribed there who was more remarkable for 
liis munificence to mankind than Mr. George rea- 
body. He had entered on his rest from Ins labors-

States, and a telegram uas been received from tlie 
President, througn Ur. Motley, the jnnister of tue 
United btates in this country, announclug that the 
President will order an Amemcau vesael of war, if It 
can reach Ungland in time, to act as a convoy to the 
Monarch on her mission to the United States.

General Prim's Speech on the Ministerial 


Crisis—Admiral Tojmte's Resignation—I£c- 
ply of the Ex-Minister of I"- '""• 
Dunne the sessi-- "' 
UDe &Par"ih Cortes in 


Madrid •"•-•"•""day, November 8, General Prim and 
Admiral Topcte addressed the members. 


General PKIM said:— 
SiaoKES DiruiADos—An event or importance, 
whicli lias been threatened some da>s, la to-day, 
with, pain to myselt, to the government and the 
Cortes, realiied. lhe presence of our distinguished 
and illustrious friend, Senor Topete, in the seat of 
the deputies expresses more than 1 can say. Alter 
the explanations, I gave to the Cortes the other day, 
it now becomes my duty to auiplily them, ior the 
realisation is somewhat in contradiction, to some 
ulirasea 1 then pronounced. The deputies will recol- 
lect that 1 had the honor to bring to their knowledge 
the lusolution tue tlieu Minister oi Marine had taken 
oi the observations 1 had presented to him, and or 
the earnest and veheineut reauests I had made 
luui uot to abandon tue Mmistenal bench. The dep- 
uties will also recollect now frankly 1 manifested 
that Seuor 'lopete had insisted once and again in 
retiring, and tuat I, with, equal Insistency, three 
tluies counselled his Highness the Kegent, in the 
name of the government in fuil, not to admit his 
resignation, and I concluded by sayms that, as 1 had 
thus declined to accede to the wwhes of SeBor 
iopete, his excellency was still the Minister of Ma- 
rine. AS yet there remained to me the hope that 
Seuor Topete would cede to the earnest suoplica- 
tions of tne President of the Council of Ministers 
aud the friend wlio so much loves mm, as also of 
Uis companions in the Ministry. But strone in liis 
conscience, as he understood it, he believed his deco- 
rum, his delicacy and ills honor would be com- 
promised if he remained. Then it was that, with 
great pain, 1 desisted and lost Seilor Topete, or 
rather permitted lilui to leave mv side. How many 
reasons I presented to him: liow many political 
considerations 1 placed belore uis love of the 
country and 
of 
the 
revolution! 
All 
have 
been useless. 
My last words 
were to ask 


him if he believed I could do anything more, for I 
and the government would do anything so that he 
should not leave us. He was prompt to tell me, 
what 1 already knew, and wliat the country knew, 
of !iia loyalty, that his Ifiavln'g the Ministry did not 
in any way signify his goiug into opposition; that, 
initiator as he was of the revolution, lie was as 
interested as tue beat, of us not only in sustaining it 
but in developing it; that he would continue to be 
the friend of the Cabinet, and that he would be for 
me an anectlonate friend. It was, he said, unneces- 
sary to employ tne word loyal, for never could tie 
cease to display the most exquisite loyalty. If I 
could Have done more to retain him I would, for I 
believed, and still believe, that there is a liiljh poli- 
tical reason why Seuor Topete should continue 
to sit m the banco azul, that ms leaving it 
mignt give rise 
to murmurs aud pretext to 


the eternal enemies of the situaiion to believe 
that one of the columns was wanting, by wlitch 
they might say, as they have already said, that this 
was the beginning of the end of the revolution of 
September. But knowing it is not so, but that we 
aie assured of the co-operauou of Sefior Topele in 
ttie progress of the revolution, I have complied with 
the oillcial forms and also with the friendly and 
amicable ones. It has been said outside repeatedly 
that Seuor Topete was troubled, that he was dis- 
gusted, and that so also were some other gentlemen 
)f the Union Liberal, for which cause those Ministers 
had presented their resignation, and even it was 
said that tue gentlemen of the Union Liberal who 
held nigh official situations were about to resign 
them also. Oa this point I ought to make some 
declarations. The fact is, the worthy representa- 
tives of the union Liberal, on the crisis presenting 
tsell, felt themselves by delicacy obliged 
to 
ender 
their 
resignations, 
but 
I 
nad 
the 
honor to argue with, them, ana I asked them 
to remain in their posts. They all, benevolent as they 
ever have been with me, were disposed to demon- 
strate that they did notmake it a question of Cabinet 
;be having two or three of the Unionlatas in tais 
>ench, ana ail did me tne honor to accede to my 
requests. With pleasure to me and doubtless to the 
whole Chamber, all the gentlemen of the Union 
iberal, who occupy high and middle posts, remain 
n tuem. I give them thanks for this renewed act of 
latriollsm. Hut after ail, gentlemen I nave seen 
myself in a grave compromise. The Chamber will 
ecollect that so vehement was my desire to retain 
ieiior I'opete that I said if he retired I would retire 
also. I dlfl not say it to Senor Tonete for saying 
akc. -1 felt It. If at that moment Sefior Topete's 
esignatloii Had been realized, I wouid myself 
lave resigned on the instant, I nope that, 
knowing tne fixity and loyalty or my char- 
acter, no one here, or away from here, will 
ay I merely used it to induce him to remain. 
come now to ask the Deputies whether, passed 
as it lias, the impression or tne moment, will it be 
nore convenient ior tlie public cause (without 
lelleving myself necessary either in much or little)— 
repeat, will ic be more convenient for the public 
,auao that 1 should sustain tue words I tncn used, 
and retire aa Senor Topete has retired, or sacrifice 
he words before tlie interests or the country? I 
lelieve I ought not. I say it frankly. I believe I 
'Ught to remain at my post. Ood knows It gives me 
i 


>am, for l am accustomed to be a rleld observer of 
my word. But I uoitwe I am aoifljc runt m not 


going as far aa 1 said I should. I. who am a man 
who always recognises the raults and errors 1 may 
commit, believe this word to Seaor Topete was a 
fault and an error; but 1 asS the Deputies to give me 
a sign of their opinion. l)o they oelievc i ought to 
retire for having said to SofiorTopeto that I would if 
he did? (Loud cries from all sides ol "No, no.") 1 
need no more. I am satisfied. I shall remain here, 
where I believe I can still render services to the 
revolution and to libeity. 


AMHRAI, TOPBTE'S BEPLT. 


Tho speech in reply was as follows, delivered 


from one ot the benches^ behind t&«Mta»ste|jj:—

Seiiores Deputados—ThefnvTucfble tuntditj Which 
I always have experienced in speaking is increased 
on the present occasion, when for the first time 
1 ilnd myself separated from the banco azul with 
much pain, where I sat without any title or prepara- 
tion for public or parliamentary life. So lar from 
feeling able to express myself with clearness, now 
that i have to speak on my own account, I 
find myself embarrassed and have to solicit your 
indulgence. Grant it me now; for I promise to trou- 
ble you as little as possible m the future. The Presi- 
dent of the Conncil ol Ministers, with the eloquence 
which is his own, has given so exact a relation of 
the motives of the late crisis that I have nothing to 
rectify in it. But there is oue point which I muit 
clear up, confessing myself culpable—at any rate, cen- 
surable—for having offered to him my remaining in 
the government. It is very certain I quickly tried to 
mend that error by taking my definitive resolution. 
I, in view or the picture his Excellency presented, 
with his strong and loving words, had a moment of 
vacillation, and 1 said I would remain, bat in the 
solitude of mv conscience I felt convinced I could 
not and ousut not to comply with this promise. 
Making use of those intimate and affectionate rela- 
tions which ever have and ever will exist between 
us, I wrote him a letter, supplicating him to relieve 
ine from it. He refused, and after a sleepless night 
of thought and of well weighing the circumstances, 
I was again convinced 1 ought not to remain in the 
Cabinet.

Permit me to read an estract from the speech of the 
President of the Council at lhe last Cortes, when he 
gave an account of the crisis which produced the 
retirement of Seuores Ardanaz and Silvela, m which 
he said the situation of those two gentlemen was 
painful, in view of their diflerences with the rest as 
to the Dnke of Genoa. He read the extract and then 
resumed:—Very well, gentleman, the Conde de Reus, 
with that facility which he always has of expressing 
himself in soft words, so as not to wonnd his friends, 
called the situation of Seuores Sllveia and Ardanaz 
penoM (painful) in the government. But if it was 
j>enoi,a tor them, how much more so for ine, when 
it was I who, witn the most warmth, expressed 
and insisted that I did not believe tne solu- 
tion ot the throne the others proposed was tlie 
solution lor the necessities of the country ? Gentle- 
men, il I had been by the side of tne Conde de Reus 
when he used the word penosa of Seuores Ardanaz 
and Silvela, is it not certain the Tribunes ana the 
Assembly would have directed their gaze upon me, 
and 1 could not support it? This countenance, whica 
has never lifted itself up haughtily or proudly, would 
have nad to humble itself under the reflection of au 
untranqull conscience. Is this not true, gentlemen 1 
Could 1 remain ? You see it was not a mere desire 
which led me to separate. Could I desire to sepa- 
rate myself from the Cabinet if I was always with 
it ? How could 1 remain on the Ministerial bencli, 
uot being conformed m a question so great, so tran- 
scendental for tne interests of my country'/ 1 must 
here clear myself of a charge unjustly fastened on 
me. It has been said that on no Eiveu question 
am I fixed. It is not true. When a thing is pro- 
posed to which I accede 1 give it ray humble vote, l 
ra'se no useless objections. 1 thmte of one solution 
for the throne, as all the Deputies know. It has 
been my objective point since the revolution. But 
have I ever tried to impose it? No. gentlemen. I 
have always believed we are all here compromised 
to accept what the majority of the Cortes determine. 
Up to that moment every Deputy may liaveihis own 
convictions, bnt from the instant that you say, "this 
is to be our kmc,1' all individual aspirations and 
desires cease. From that moment that will be my 
king, and 1 will defend him. This I promise in luy 
own name and in tliat of the entire navy. (Loud 
chs-jrs.) 
With respect to the candidate put 
forth, permit me, gentlemen, to repeat some 
words 1 said, in a secret 
session. 
I said 
that this candidate who appeared of the majority 
had one title whicli drew to him everybody's 
sympathies—his youth. I added, gentlemen, If this 
youth you desire to bring, you maKe love tne usages 
and customs of our country; if tms youth, you, the 
grand politicians, whom I see surrounding me on 
all sides, teach the dilllcult art or reigning over a 
free people, there would still remain to ine one con- 
solation, for wnen the people, lull of jubilee and 
pleasure, render you their tribute of admiration, 
and in this magnificent picture there remain the 
two grand lieureB or tne IJUKC de la Torre (Serrano) 
and the Conde de Ileus (I'nm), 1 would turn my view- 
to the sailors who lollowed ine on the 17th of Sep- 
tember last rear, and say, "We have some of ttte 
glory—we brought them these."

AKTICT.E 1. The bills (Sniaius ConsuUa] and regn- 
latlons of public administration, prepared by the 
different ministerial departments, are submitted to 
tue Emperor, who delivers them, or has them for- 
warded by the Minister whom they concern, to the 
Minister presiding over ihe Council of State. 


2. The orders of the day for the sittings of the 


Council of State are sent belorehaud to the different 
Ministers, and the Minister presiding over the Coun- 
cil of State sees that the head of each denartment 
is always informed m good time or everything re- 
lating to the examination or discussions of bills, 
saiatiii, coiimUu, or regulations of public adminis- 
tration, sent for the consideration of the Council. 
3. The bills, or Senatui, uonsu.Ua, after being ex- 


amined by the Council of State, in conformity with 
article fiity of the constitutiou, are delivered to the 
Emperor by the Minister presiding over mat body, 
ana who joins the names of the Government Com- 
missioners, whom he proposes to support them in 
the discussion before the Legislative Body aud 
Senate. 


4. A decree of the Emperor orders the presenta- 
tion of the bill to the Legislative Body, of tlie 
Setialui, C'onsuuum to the Senate, and appoints the 
Councillors of State or Government Commissioners 
charged to defend them conjointly with the Minis- 
ters, and the Vice Presidents and Presidents of sec- 
tion in tlie Council of State. 


5. This decree is countersigned by the Minister 
presiding over the Council of State, ana the Minister 
to whose department the measure refers. A copy 
of the decree is transmitted by chat Minister, witu 
the bill or Saiatus Coiis&lum, to the Legislative Body 
or Senate. 


6. In all deliberations of the Senate or Legislative 
Boar the government is represented by the Ministers, 
the Vice President or Presidents of section in the 
Conncil of State, or by Councillors of State and Gov- 
ernment Commissioners delegated by special decrees.

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OUR WORKING WOMEN. 


Jnslice, Not Charity, Deraaaded-Faets and 
Figures-Destitute Condition of the Working 
Women—Their Average Wages and Work- 
ing Koiirs-Thc Working Women's Pro- 
tective Union—The Female Charities 
of the City—The Cheapest Living 
in the World-"! Shroud 
as Well as a Shirt." 


U "man's inhumanity to man makes countless 


thousands mourn," 1113 indifference to me trials and 
Hardships of the poor and weak of the other sex 
produces widespread misery and is far more repre- 
uensible. Tho Icy philosopher who stops to loofc 
with disdain upon tho aged and decrepit woman 
who wanders about our streets, worn, wearied, 
shattered and penniless, after a Hloof industry and 
Irugality, who stretches forth her hand for his 
paltry alms, little considers lioiv her fate has been 
a struggle for the merest existence, and how her 
tedious years nave been rendei ed fruitless by the 
cnpldity of unscrupulous employers. He wonld not 
only countenance the injustice, but deny her the 
feeble comfort contamed in a stranger's pittance. 
This is the natural result coming from the pound of 
cnre rather than the ounce of prevention. And thus 
cnarity, inculcated by the religious as a duty, yet 
ssea by the unfortunate as a willing refuge, becomes 
responsible for the ills which lie at the root or injus- 
tice. 


it Is to remove the unjust customs whicn oppress 


and degrade the wornng women of Sew York, and 
not to inaugurate and support nigh-soundine chari- 
ties instituted to relieve them, that constitutes the 
basis of all true philanthropy, and embodies the 
only principle that should be written as a humane 
Tale. They do not ask for charity; they crave 
justice. They do not implore luxury and idleness; 
they demand equity and fairness. They do not sue 
for ease and elegance; they are satisfied with fair 
pay and cleanliness. They do not seek even for 
equality with men; but they do feel that all the ave- 
nues of labor should be open to their industry, and 
tflat all facilities should be extended for their suc- 
cess. What a trifle is sought, what a task to accom- 
plish) 


Ever since this island has been growing denser 


to its population this problem of female labor 
has been crystallzing into a more inflexible mass. 
Swelling wltn the large influx of country girls, and 
Increasing with the inpouring or immigration, the 
female labor community has at last grown to sncn 
proportions, that destitution and general pecuniary 
distress accompany any and every prostration or 
trade. Out of such sufferings come all species of 
benevolence, until at last It is considered that home- 
less girls, friendless orphans and bereaved widows 
Blionld be placed m institutions and left to solve the 
future of thoir own helpless lives In idleness. Too 
much. Utopian is tills, because It is purely charitable. 


What the working women require Is opportunity, 


and not alms; and let this once ba understood and 
the efforts of Interested people combined, can yet 
be made to lift up tins essential portion of the body 
politic to the level where it belongs. 


TENEMENT PEN'S. 


How is it at this hour over every Inch of gronnd in 


this city where working women can be found V They 
live in nasty tenement houses, often in cellars. 
Their quarters are generally unlit for human habita- 
tion. Badly lighted, poorly ventilated, if clear air is 
accessible at all, their rooms are situated in pools of 
foulness, where every Impurity is nurtured and 
where every vice nourishes. The home accommo- 
dations are scanty. A dirty and carpctless floor; a 
stained, patched and dingy wall; a low and sraoKy 
ceiling; a rickety bed, with meagre coverings; a 
broken down stove, 
second

trious. 
Often In quarters of such 
a limited 


space as not to nave sufficient area ror one per- 
son whole families live, breed and die. Amid such 
misery as this dwell those wlio are accounted the 
most successiul In the minor fields or labor. But 
what squalor and poverty surround those wno are 
driven by the savage masters or avarice iiito nooks 
and corners of hovels where hogs would be uncom- 
fortable I Yet such is not an overdrawn picture of 
Hie actual sufferings that may be witnessed any day 
of widows and young girls who have mainly to de- 
pend upou the Irutts of tlieir labor. 


And what is the remedy? This has often been 


asked. The reply is simple. 
Give to women the 


wages they can and do earn; allow them hours that 
will enable tnem to attend to their household affairs 
BO as to obtain neatness and cleanliness; provide 
good and comfortable buildings in nealthy situations 
where rooms can be rented at moderate prices, and 
the result will then depend upon their virtue and 
Industry; and the 75,000 working women of Kew 
York will not disappoint the most sanguine expecta- 
tions. The fall trade, now about over, has not been 
•what was expected, and the work for the holidays 
does not promise much. The consequence is, than he 
winter will be unusually severe, and thousands 
upon thousands will be driven to the last ditch- in 
the season of privation and suffering corning there 
can be no doubt that a great inauy can be relieved 
by charitable workers, yet the majority can better 
be supplied by opportunities for employment. What- 
ever is done, tlie prospect nmy well appal the most 
indifferent. There never were so many women in 
the city, ana never ho many lieipiess to supply the 
most ordinary wants or daily liie.

INTELLECTUAL PURSUITS. 
It will be observed from this comparative list, 
which purpons to bu only an average compensation 
in the different classes of trade, iimt wen m every case 
obtain higher wages than women. In the fields of 
purely intellectual labor the deficiency or women 19 
marked, but in departments depending upon the effi- 
ciency of special culture, as m acting and singing, 
women are olteu superior to men. For instance, la- 
uulous wages are paus actresses who have caught tho 
public ear; ana melody in icmilcs has a higher rating 
than musical superiority in malts. 1'iirepa Rosa Is 
enabled to demand i t» nightly lor the use of her 
voice, while ttie best tenors ana pianists rarelv ever 
pet this sura, and never continual employment at 
that llgurc. The question, therefore, arises, why 
should not women cuter the lists where develop- 
ments lu ostnetlcs wonld afford tnem at least a, re- 
spectable, aud probably an advanced degree of suc- 
cess as concerns pecuniary results? The answer 
is not, tlicre are few 1'arepa Uosas, but that there 
might be many. The public to-aay is little aware or 
the accomplished amateur singers that flood the 
upper circles of society. Many of them are equal 
to tlie gllted liuecn 01 SOUK; and did circumstances 
compel, anil dillldcnco permit, tho ouera nouses of 
New York could vibrate with sweeter melodies from 
liome circles man have ever ililea their walls by 
European auisti This is because, unaor the best 
instruction, the young lady's voice has been tutored, 
aud appreciation ol tune aud melody quickened by 
a, well considered course of instruction. With those 
Indies who seek work us innate teachers their knowl- 
edge of the art Is often superficial, though It cannot 
appreciation and an ambition to excel, as In any 
bo said tliut a is always so. Hut the remedy lies m 
u close ol tlie other walks of life. The same might 
Ho said of actresses. 


SKIU.Kn l.ABOlt. 
In tlio above table, wlmt is simply handiwork, so 
much disparity will not be noticed, though the dif- 
ference Is actually very large, and to a degree start- 
ling. Thut bookbinder*, awlJMCW, ' 


jewelers, pliotozraph mounters, telegraph opera 
tore arid wood enaravers—occupations whicn Involv 
no distinct sexual science, should exhibit auch a sin 
gular disparity between the wages of tnalen and fc 
luaua is surprising. But as compositors, where 
males and females are paid by the 1,000 ems, but u>:c 
qually, and as copyists, employers complain that ta 
service, If performed correctly, Is subject to many 
uncertainties whicn come from sickness, lack o 
attention and ualamillanty with and unadaptibllit. 
to manual forms. Whether these complaints are we: 
grounded, or not, It la certain that they have grea 
weight m keeping down the wages of women, and 
lu reducing their sphere ol usefulness to Its mini 
mam limit. 


SALESWOMEN. 
As saleswomen, and in all occupations requiring 
address and accommodations to customers, it IB 
universally held among employers that females d 
not display that aptitude which should enable them 
to demand equal wages with men. 
They hold tha 
saleswomen are not sought for and patronized by 
their own sex; that they never possess a practlca 
acquaintance with, the goods tney offer over tha 
counter; that customers nave to approach them 
with too great a, reverence, ana that a refusal o 
neglect to purchase often becomes a question o 
personal kindness. Besides, it is claimed that they 
have not tae physical endurance wmcn induces men 
to make the widest display of fabrics from the upper 
shelves, and that many goods are not thus exposed. 
The caieoi girls, to guard them against Insult, la 
also mentioned. 


It is next to impossible to say now much, justice 
there is in these objections. They exist. It remains 
for the worklngwomeu to remove them. That sales- 
women have succeded in opening and advancing the 
sales In new. departments of trade Is known, ant 
that they alone are flt to hold positions In special 
lines, now occupied by men, Is also a fact, and 19 
demonstrated m orders requiring neatness and de- 
spatch. When they shall bo able to snpplant their 
male rivals aud obtain even the same wages it wll 
be an Interesting revolution. In Paris there IB 
hardly such a being Known In the lighter depart- 
ments of the retail trade as a salesman. Every ono 
is a sales woman; and the system for many years in 
actual practice is successful beyond measure. Thi 
same is true of London. Why should It not also 
obtain in Kew YorK? 


WOMEN'S WAGES. 


TJie subject of women's wages has been fruitful 


of a great deal of controversy. Some hold that they 
get enough in proportion to the salaries of men, 
and others contend that they are shamefully swin- 
dled. Whichever side is correct, women suffer the 
most, and the fact remains that their living IB a 
scanty and precarious existence. Between the 
hand and the mouth their pay disappears in the 
meanest necessities, and they nave seldom enough 
relaxation or funds to secure a night's enjoyment at 
tte theatre or lyceum. 
It is argued on one side that women, com- 
pared 
witti men, 
receive 
the most 
wages. 
Their living, it is claimed, costs 
them less; 
that 3. lemale eats ordinarily one-third less than 
a man; tnat she always, m the same boarding 
Bouse, obtains her living at a lower Dirure than a 
male, and that she. can make her own dresses, un- 
derclothing, fiats. &c., while a man has to resort to 
a tailor and furnisher for his wear. 
It is also contended that every female lives ex- 
pactmg to be married at some period of her life, and 
lu this HODS never endeavors to get a complete mas- 
tery over her trade, but rather looks to the marriage 
union as a relief from all worK and service not 
purely household. It is claimed that such, longings, 
which are natural, Incapacitate women for progres- 
sive Industry, and that this Is tne reason that so few 
rise into positions of independence and life support 
as can be instanced in thousands of cases or male 
tradesmen, many of whom nil the most exalted sta- 
tions among the millionnaires of tha day. As every 
one can see, there Is much truth In this statement. 
Young girls are bred to the idea of marriage, aud 
they are nurtured to the belief that tnis Is their mis- 
sion on earth. The mistake is not in the theory—it 
is true a,nd perfect; but In a city lite New Tort, 
where there are 050.000 leinaies to 450,000 males, the 
family tie is not an universal boon. Hence so soon 
as this notion leaves every girl, and its absence 
causes her to feel that she is alwaya to be her own 
support, then excellence, and in high order, will 
prevail among the working women. 


HOW WOMEN OPPEES3 WOMEN. 
The causes other than, those mentioned to keep 
down tiiu wages of women are manlioid, but they 
can be referred chiefly to three Important sources. 
First—Competition. 
tScwntf—Want of concerted action. 
3Vt£r<2—-Lack of a common fund. 
Under the flrst division the evils existing are enor- 
mous and constitute an impregnable barrier to the 
increase ol women's wages. There are BO many 
females who have husbands upon whom to .depend, 
and other means of living who <lo fancy ana sub- 
stantial neealework: that they offer a lively compe- 
tition to the poor girls and widows, why depend 
upon their hands for axisteuce. This class of com- 
paratively Independent women work for pin money. 
They embroider, make ruffles and manufacture arti- 
cles or wear that belong to the domain or the really 
working portion of. the sex. 
But tha evil is not lu doing, Out In the price for 
which they do. For instance, a woman will work 
three weeKS and produce something handsome by 
her needle, and win take It to aoine dealer and will 
receive ten dollars for Uer labor. Sue is not particu- 
lar as to price, because work is not her necessity. A 
real wording woman will toll hard and accomplish 
Hie same thing in two weeks, aud from the nature 
uf the competition receives but ten dollars, the same 
price. The glaring injustice ol" this lorced labor by 
md-cuendent lemaies is visible. They rob tlio poor, 
they cut down tlieir pay. and to gratify a morbid 
aesire lor Ureas and petty luxury, oppress a whole 
clods as much entitled to the comforts of life as 
themselves—the sequel shows Better. Had the poet 
written 


Woman's Inhumanity to woman 
Makes couuUfiss millions mouru, 


ho would have penned a text tnat epitomizes many 
of the ills that now degrade the worlOug women of 
Now lork. 
But tnis is not the only opposition they and la 


their own sex. The tendency of ladies in the upper 
classes of society to "beat down"' on every ar- 
ticle they purchase over the counter is proverbial. 
I'oor women are prevented by pride from following 
such a streak ot misplaced economy, consequently 
the rich live cheaper than the poor, and the poor 
bear the Burden of the disparity. The saleswoman 
does not obtain a full price for her fabrics, the pro- 
prietor suffers in his prolits and the girls, therefore, 
wort for diminished wages. This is a truth so 
plain that shame, If not decency, should prevent 
che furtliw spreading of a fraud, which is no less a 
fraud because fostered by a class who live In 
stolen elegance to the oppression of their worthy 
sisters. In all phases or injustice this la one 
wulch must stnte tne community as freighted 
with the 
meanest attributes and embodying 
the most mercenary alms. Considerations like these 
are many wnereiu woman Keeps down woman. Let 
the noble reelings of the sex be appealed to and Id 
them understand tiiat they, as well as men, are re- 
sponsible lor the present condition of tlie girls, and 
the cause of women will advance with giant strides. 


A WANT OK UNION. 
The want of concerted action among the female 
workers Is another cause. They should be a unit in 
their several trades; tney should mutually sustain 
each other by counsel and advice; tney should oruan- 
ue and form a vast sisterhood or Intelligent beings, 
as tney are; anil without e.utering upon any stnKes 
wltl^their employers, for these have always proved 
disastrous, they should educate public sentiment, 
seek redress for their wrongs temperately, and pre- 
sent their cose In all Its hideous aspects. No over- 
powering current could be turned against them. 


WAST OP MONEY—AN UNFAILING REMEDY. 


The tinrd cause refers to a lacK of lunos and gen- 
eral impaired health, for these ills have a closer alh- 
auce than is suspected. The working'women wunt 
money, and they must earn it themselves. The 
question Is how to get it. An eminent physician, 
fir. F. B. Lawson, tried an experiment wuich com- 
pletely illustrates the whole subject. Four operators 
on sewing machines were found who were in the 
Habit of worsiug-sixieen hours a day, wearing ont 
their oodles and earning bad health and poor pay. 
Under the treatment of the physician they were di- 
rected to wors eiKhi hours a day, sewing by hand ir 
possibia, sleep eight hours and tate eight hours for 
relaxation. If a deficiency in what they Had earned 
and what they might earn should be found against 
tne new 
system me 
Doctor was to pay 
it. 
Tney worked a year, 
and 
the 
result 
was tiiat all four saved more than fifty dollars in 
twelve months, m excess of what they Bad formerly 
made in the same time. Tha frame was not pros- 
trated; the constitution regained its wonted'vigor; 
the general nealtu became admirable, and the trlrls 
were cheerful aad nappy. This is the secret or a 
working woman's lno, and could the principle be 
disseminated among tho seventy-five thousand la 
New VorK wBat a contented portion of the body 
politic would tney become i Losses of time wnlcu 
occur to such an alarming extent would not then 
follow the periodical and often protracted Illness to 
which all women are subject. Now lew can devote 
their -whole time to regular employment without 
soon Becoming broken down and unreliable. In- 
deed, statistics indicate that women In general 
during a llle of seventy years, suffer tnlrty-flva vears, 
or half their time, in a sickness waich. prevents the 
exercise of manual labor. 
la the cases mentioned nature was followed not 
thwVted; and the equilibrium of the organization 
was restored and the true problem solved. Humani- 
tarians and philanthropists direct your Batteries at 
these social forces which for so many years have 
successfully fought me best interests of the wononu 
women! 


A PIUCTIC.iBI.lt SCHEME FOB BAISINO PONDS. 
Let us suppose then that this unutoplan system 
could be introduced, and tnat each woman from her 
attention and concentration of otherwise untaxed 
powers, during eight hours of service, could In the 
course of 
a 
year 
save 
fifty 
dollars 
In 
excess 
of 
her present 
income. 
Then, 
the 
seveiity-nve thousand toiling to-day la New York 
could contribute toward a common lund the earn 
of $,>,7.iO,oou annually and save their health, pro- 
long their llves.-lmprove their mind and elevate 
their entire class to a position which It should some 
day occupy. This fuud would provide life Insur- 
ance, it would support the sick and idiotic, It woula 
constitute women a power, and they could redress 
their own wrongs, which tower mountain high dur- 
ing so many years of a partially self-iraposed and 
unnecessary oppression. Capital ts to blame for riot 
starling a rellel of this nature and its speedy frui- 
tion should be demanded by. tho, public. It would 
or course, be impolitic for women to make any 
issue with capitalists, but their natural interests sue 
so close that a well tempered agitation of tho sub- 
ject would produce wonaera.

These figures are not to be considered accurate 
but they are reliable as far as tiiej go. Ever* tiring 
consumed by the 175,000 families In New York -is 
mostly furnished by these toilers wno produce 
domestic wares; and tney not only find a marKet 
here In the city but throughout this union and in the 
remotest corners of the world. Their sum tota 
would not represent the actual number, as in many 
cases tlie trades have to be confounded in classifica 
tlon. 
HOW HALES AXD FEMALES COMPARE IN AGES AND 


NUMBERS IN THE WORKING CLASSES. 
As working women .are now rated they compriss 
about one-fourth, ol the entire female population o: 
the city above the ages of flrteen, the lowesc'limit 
where the line ol practical usefulness may be drawn. 
Tne number of females above the age of fifteen is 
about 300,000, and 78,000 is probably the most correct 
estimate that can be made of the numbers compris- 
ing the working classes. The following table taken 
from the census of 1865, with tweuty-flve per cent 
added for the increase or the lastfouryears, exhibits 
the relative number of males and females In differ- 
ent lustrums from fifteen to seventy:—

By taking one-fourth of the female population in 
eactt lustrum It will be observed that tlie njuioer 
or working women fixed at 75,000 nas been verified. 
Tne greatest number, as will be seen, work between 
the ages of twenty and tweuty-flve, and at rorty 
they rail off rapidly, many having perished and 
many having been married- At seventy less than a 
thousand are left; and some of these withered and 
decayed septuagenarians still wanaer in oar streets 
and sell their wares at corners and from dilapidated 
stalls. 
This conclusion, it should be remembered, Is on 
me assumption that mortality is equal among all 
classes. Statistics prove that this assumption is 
faise and untenable, and that many of the wearieu 
and shattered needle plyera sink into untimely 
graves, little needed by the community and little 
observed by even the most acute humanitarians. 
The figures follow pretty well the number of in- 


habitants of different nationalities. A census taken 
now would disclose tne fact that there are about 
550,000 Americans, 240,000 Irish, 150,000 Germans 
ana 100,000 of other nationalities now living on this 
Island, So that of the working women one-half are 
American, nearly one-quarter Irish, over one-eighth 
German and the balance from other quarters of the 
globe. 


SERVANTS. 
The subject of nationality nas not, perhaps, created 
the amount of difference that might tie expected 
from girls educated 
to 
different 
tastes and 
spheres. AB is well known most of the household 
service la to-day performed by Irish and German 
servants; and we have no hesitation in saying, after 
a careful examination of tne lucts, chat servants are 
m a much better condition, as recarda snelter, food 
and wages than the izreat body or native working- 
womeu. This fact is startling. It places memai 
service above skilled labor, it mituces large numbers 
to neglect trades and employments tnat require 
special training, and effectually closes the door to 
mauy llelds where, by industry and frugality, girls 
could eventually become experts in mechanical 
labor. And liere, wllh other collateral causes, can 
lie traced the sources or that great social evil, prosti- 
tution. 


THE SOCIAL EVIL—CAN IT BE AVERTED? 
Moralists may say what ttiey will, and statisticians 
may endeavor to blind the" nutmc regarding tne 
identity of tins crime with the present coiidltfon or 
the laboring women, but the Tacts remain to show, 
beyond a doubt, that the lite of luxury obtained by 
debauchery is the true reason that accounts for the 
excessive numbers ot abandoned women. In tue 
first place the quarters of working women in tene- 
meuta are not habitable, tnoir dress can never oe 
otncrwiae than plain, and their food coarse aud in- 
digestible. Servants rarely Barter ttiese inconveni- 
ences, being under tue generous eyes of provident 
mistresses. Then, too, tne extravagant dresa now the 
loshlon excites envy, and the knowledge that it can be 
obtained is olteu sought without counting the cost 
ol' how it Is obtained. Deplorable as it is, hundreds 
rush Into the vortex because they have no refute 
Irom a depraved puollc taste, and nothing but a 
choice between plenty and destitution. The lormer 
is choseu ar, tne sacrifice of virtue, Like other draw- 
backs mentioned this can only be avertuu oy orguu- 
ized labor, better homes aud more advanced wages. 


THE WORKING WOMEN'S PROTECTIVE UNION.

Formed seven 
years ajro under very unfavorable circumstances it 
nas been steadily growing in power Tor doing good, 
in influence, and lu the accession of prominent men 
as its patrons. During the past year the society nas 
been under the presidency of Judge Charles 1*. Daly, 
of tue Common 1'leas, aou its directors and active 
supporters include such, names as James w. Gerard, 
Moses 8. Ueacu, Henry Ward needier, D- A. Kings- 
land and William K. Roberts. 
The institution is 
under the superintendence ol Mrs. M. W. Ferrer, a 
competent and kindly matron, who thoroughly under- 
stanks the wants of working women. The follow- 
ing, from the constitution, explains its objects:— 


This association is organized ror tho common benefit of 


all those women who obtain a livelihood by employments 
not connected with household services; and seeks that

Third—By seeking new and appropriate spheres Of labor ia 


departments not now occupied by them.

those out of work may be assisted in tmdmg employment. 


i't'lh—llr appeals to the community at large lor that sym- 


pattiy and support which Is due to the otherwise defenceless 
jonuition of working women. 


The association consists ol such persons and the presidents 


of such societies as contribute twenty-lire dollars or more 
annually to its support. 


tlnaer this system the work has progressed ad- 


mirably. Tne collections under the flrst clause h;ire 
>een very satialactory, aud the courts have unnormly 
sustained the working women on an issue of non- 
payment or wages. 


For the past year 300 complaints against em- 
jloyers resulted m the collection or $1,400 ror ths 
derrauded. Applicants for work: were numerous, 
and 14,230 asked for positions through the Onion 
and 2,772 were furnished with • satisfactory places. 
Smployers wanting help applied to the number of 
1,117. and always were furnished with from one to 
twenty at a time. 
Of this aggregate 281 were 
widows, 38 soldiers' widows, so soldiers' wives, 105 
women with husbands, 227 orphans, 247 hall 
orphans, 239 elrlu with parents and 58 homeless 
girls.

'las is natural. 
in all tho operations of tne agency its success has

The sad and interesting cases that can be seen at 
all times in Oils institution are often of the extremes! 
nature. One American woman, now eighty-eight 
years old, lives in want and suffering, unable 
to wort. Sue is too proud to go to the Almshouse, 
believing tnat soventy-slx years of patient Industry 
entitles her to some consideration from the world. 
Another woman, at the advanced age of seventy- 
seven years, still works, and refuses any charity of 
any nature, and IB going to die as she has lived, In 
independence. 


Tne letters recelvea from all quarters, aad espe- 
cially Irom women assisted, are flattering to the 
union, and place its labors in sharp contrast with, 
tnat pretended body of co-operative women that 
meet to discnis questions of suffrage and free love, 
and Jhus to injure the cause of labor oy confounding 
the two bodies in the public mind.

Down toward the North river and up four flights of 
stairs, m a tenement house, situated at the rear of 
No. 3^4 -West Tweuty-ttrst street, the "writer went in 
search of this young girl of nfteen years of ^age. 
KnocKlng at the door a low, sickly voice said "come 
in." 
The door swung open and we stood in the apart- 
ment. The ceilings were about eizht reet nigh and 
the room might have been twelve by fourteen. There 
was nothing but a few irregular patches of carpet 
upon the Boor and a cooking stove, -with, meaere 
utensils, stood about the centre.

It appears that her daughter, the sole support or 
this family, has to wo't often Irom early in the 
morning till lute at niglit making rulilmgs ana other 
tlnds or fancy work, for whicu sue receives the 
merestpittance. She is often overworked and down 
sick, and then her income ceases. This is a com- 
mon case. Mothers wno have brought themselves

It Is to relieve sucli as 
she irom suffermz that the suggestions as to hours 
aud means ol obtaining Increased compensation have 
been proposed. 


TllE COST OP TKAVEL. 


One ol the worst features connected with, the 
cheap livmg is the cost ol travel, which all women, 
wlio reside a good distance from centres or wane, 
must bear, Xot until Mr- Stewart has built up his 
llempstcttd Hams will this question receive the 
atteution It deserves. Employers forget that 
twelve cents a day reduces a girl's wages 
one-sixth

when working women shall be quartered at dis- 
tances from the city where daily fares of from 
twerity-flve to thirty cents will be required their 
wanes must DC increased or the whole system of 
cheap rural homes must signally fail.

Thirteenth, Eleventh and east portion or the Seven- 
teenth wards wltn many in the Eighth ward. San- 
guine believers ia the utility or Mr. Stewart's scheme 
declare that 50,000 women will populate the future 
city of iiempsteod. 


ARTIFICIAL FLOWERS. 
Artificial flower mnkmg is a good illustration of 


what new llelds or labor can be opened to working 
women. Only for a short time have these articles 
been manufactured at all lu New York; but now 
thai an a domestic stock they have a large sale, it 
may safely be said that all fancy goods now solely 
manufactured in Pans must in a rew years be 
turned out by the women of New Tors. Tins Is a 
line prospect. 
In nower mating an expert hand can make 
twenty dollars per week— over $1,000 a year— with- 
out heavy labor. Certainly this is $ood pay. But it 
takes long and close attention to become an adept, 
and tlie girls are not kept long enough at one de- 
partment 
to 
allow 
their 
general 
success 
at 
this stage 
or 
the 
trade. 
About 
1,800 
are employed In this work. Of this number a 
large proportion are small girls earning from $2 50 
per wees, upwards. These children do not learn 
quickly, but a. zealous apprenticeship produces elll- 
cieucy. Tl*e labor is heaitay, tne uoura from elgnt 
A. M. to six I/. M., with an intermission for dinner. 
From six EO eurnt years in this business generally 
alienates a girl from the trade, and she closes aer 
career by marriage or by exit through other chan- 
nels. The average pay is seven donors a week. 


MILLINERS. 


Wholesale houses ennaged la the manufacture of 
hats aflord employment to a large class ol" girls. 
i'hetrwork is paid lor by tlie piece, aud the mil- 
liners frequently make twenty dollars per weet, but 
noti'orthe year round, 
wnile it lasts the employ- 
ment is lucrative. 
Manufacturers believe it to be 
the best labor wherein girls can realize tlie highest 
wages. In this department, as in the manufacture 
or artificial ilowers, when one becomes an expert, 
she is retained whetner there is worK or not, so that 
in certain trades proficiency is flttlnaly rewarded. 
The wages paid In New Yort, as compared with 
those given in NewarK and throughout New England, 
are much, higher. But it is rouuct in all cases that the 
best workmanship can be produced m the city. 


The great industrial problems affecting women 


must or course taKe m, as their data, external in- 
fluences, which so powerfully affect toe question ol 
pay. Arising principally in New England, ana in 
;he seacoast manufacturing towns bordering the 
udson and Sound, tuey extend all aver the Union, 
aud some are even so remote as India. It will be 
seen what a complicated question Jt becomes when 
lariils. internal revenues, local taxes, speculations, 
movements in real estate and Increase or popula- 
tion must all have a place In the fair exhibit. 


WHEBE WORKINH WOMEN LIVE. 


A working woman's boarding house ia situated at 


-15 Elizabeth, street. It was founded to subsist 500 
emales at actual cost. It requires references before 
receiving boarders, and in many cases of country 
iris coining to tne city this system has operated 
Tarshly. The following is the announcement:—

them deserve a critical investigation, for many com' 
plaints are made of bad administration. 


SUMMARY. 
with onr almost exnaastless subject we have only 
been able to give but tbe merest outlines, and many 
of them indistinctly. But we Have shown that jus- 
tice, and not charity, la demanded by the working 
women ofNew York; ttiattlielr wages are Inadequate 
and will not average six dollars per week; that their 
hours of work, not including household service, will 
average one-half or tbe twenty-four; that female 
competition, lack of organization, want of funds, 
protracted labor, and the flasli extravagance in 
dress, all operate to depress the wages of the work- 
ing women; tnat the Working Women's Onion la a 
noble and beneficent Institution, and deserves the aid 
and encouragement of all charitably disposed; that 
new departments of labor are opening and that old 
bEa5.';?es "redeveloping and that the recognized 
charities are performing their missions. These are 
ail questions of vital interest, for in them is the sal- 
vation or destruction of the working women on this 
island. 


Tne severe winter is here. Chili blasts begin to 
penetrate the damp and cheerless abodes of the 
nimble lingered widows.

lane—No Perch for Victory Yet. 
The flght for tne appointment to the Superrisor- 


Ehlps on the second highest number of votes cast is 
at last commenced in earnest, and the prospects are 
that the counsel somewhere will make good fees, 
and that some one or two or the aspirants will be 
sorely disappointed. At the flrst meeting of tbe 
Board of County Canvassers John Foley and Jacob 
Cohen each fliea protests against the counting of 
any votes in favor ot Henry Smith, on the ground 
that, being at the time of such election and still 
Holding the office ol Police Commissloner,_he was 
ineligible. The matter was referred to Richard 
O'Gorman, Counsel to the Corporation, for His opin- 
ion thereon, which he has already rendered, and 
wnicH will be round below. Heantime John Foley 
has obtained from Judge Uierke of the Supreme Court 
the following writ of mandamus, directed to the 
Board:—

GENTLEMEN—I have received two communications 


In writing addressed to your honorable Board, con- 
taining tne protests of ilr. John Foley and Mr. 
Jacob Cohen against the counting by you, in your 
capacity of county canvassers, or ballots cast at the 
recent election for Henry Smith for the omce ol 
Supervisor. Not finding any letter from you accom- 
panying these papers, specifying the questions to. 
which, you desire to direct my attention, I can only 
offer you advice on tne points as to which, i suppose, 
you wish to consult ine. 
The facts ss set form in the affidavit and protests 
submitted to me do not seem sufficient to bring tne 
case within the influence of the law on which the 
contestants reiy, as warranting you in declining to 
canvass tne votes cast for Henry Smith. (Section i, 
chap. 339, Laws of 1869.) It is alleged that said 
Henry Smith, having entered in the office of Police 
Commissioner on May is, 1S69, was, while in sucn 
office, publiciy nominated for tue office or Supervi- 
sor; was a candidate tor said otllce at the election 
nelii on. me 2d November instant, and that votes 
were cast for him ut said election. It does not 
necessarily follow irom these facts that said votes 
were void. Such nublio nomination would, accord- 
ing to the provisions of said section, have amounted 
to a resignation aud vacation of the office of Police 
Commissioner, unless such nomination had been 
publicly (icclmed within t«it days alter the date of 
such public nomination. It nowhere appears on tlie 
papers that such public declination was made by 
Mr. Smith, lu defaalt tnereot the office of Police 
Commissioner lield by htm wonld have become, Dy 
operation, of law, vacant on the expiration or ten 
days after the date of his public nomination for 
the omce of Supervisor. Ail votes cast for 
him 
at 
any subsequent 
election 
for 
that 
ottlce wonld have 
been valid, unless 
auch 
election had been held within thirty days alter such 
vacation of the ottlce of Police Commis"sioucr, which, 
is nowhere alleged to have been the fact. laeono-- 
thing, therelore, in the papers submitted by you to 
me to warrant you in departing from your ordinary 
practice, and all ballots cast at said election should, 
in my opinion, be counted by "you In the usual way. 
The unties of supervisors in this respect arc rather 
ministerial than judicial, and the facts being found 
by yon It ia the office or the courts to apply the 
rules of law thereto, 1C their interposition bo re- 
quired. 


I am the more inclined to this opinion in the pro- 
sent case, because I think it is questionable whether 
the Legislature Had the power to enact the pro- 
visions on whlcn the contestants depend. Tluit part 
of section 2, chap. 339, Laws or iSflu, which arovides 
"that all rotes east at any election lor any person 
holding the omce of I'olicc Commissioner, or within 
tairty days after he shall have resigned such omce, 
shall bo void." seems to me, la effect, a disirancnlse- 
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candidate, ana lu either aspect a violation of th9 
State constitution 
If ttie Leitislature can dis- 


qualify a citizen from being a candidate for. 
oillce for- tblrty days after he has ceased to be a 
Police Commissioner, it can so, diijquaiuy Him for 
thirty rears, or for the rest of hli life, if it can so 
disqualify him wlio fiaa held tills public-omce, I Beef 
no reason wny the same power might not be ex- 
tended to other offices, BesuWs might tollow, in- 
consistent with tlie spirit, and, in gome Instances, 
with the letter of the state constitution. But it IB' 
in the light or a virtual diafrancttteement ol the voter 
that this provision seems to me cbteflr objectionable. 
In article two, section one, New Yorfc State consti- 
tution, are set forth, m detail, ah tae qualifications 
entitling a citizen to the eserelse of the 
rig»t of suffrage. 
Possessed of 
tneee, his 
right to 
vote at 
all elections, for whom 
he pleases, aud to have his vote counted as the ex- 
pression of his will, is perfect, and cannot be un- 
paired by legislative interference- He may vote for 
a person eligible or ineligible, ana his ballot must bs 
counted ana his choice be recounted and respected, 
even though the person of his choice be found to be, 
by reason of some legal cause ot disqualification, 
subsequently unable to take possession or the office 
or to perform its duties. The power to declare tnat 
a vote oast for or against this man or that man snail 
be void-In other words,that for or against tills or that 
man tne people's opinion shall not be expressed in 
its most direct and authoritative manner—would be 
a dangerous power to vest in any Legislature, and I 
entertain grave doubts whether it Is vested in tiiat 
of the State of New Yorlc. Questions of this 
nature, however involving the constitutional right 
or the citizen, and the constitutional power of 
the Legislature to restrict these nghls, are among 
the most difficult and delicate subjects of judicial 
investigation, and only properly and a place in this 
letter as Indicating the doubts which have occurred 
to my mind, and tne reasons which have led me to 
aaviseyou to follow In tDJs instance yonr ordinary 
practice of canvassing an tne votes cast at the 
recent eiectlou, as the best means of enabling all 
parties interested to present the whole casetotht 
revision of the proper tribunals.

Custom House on Thursday afternoon. The object 
of this conference was stated to be to investigate

tain a pros'ecution. Precisely what transpired as 
this conference did not transpire, as all the officers 
wao took pan In it are extremely reticent about tne 
nature of their proceedings. But one of tlie results 
of this consultation became distinctly apparent yes- 
terday afternoon, and that in a waj' which certainly 
muit have been anything but pleasant and gratiry- 
ing to a Custom House broker, aud to a firm, whlcn 
had employed him.

alalse return of-the >mclit of a quantity or coaee 
imported by said Dymond fc Lally, in ihe bttrK 
Wayfarer, by means or which false return, wJiioli 
was made by procurement of said Carr and Town- 
liiy, the revenue ol Hie United States was delrauded;

On presenting this affidavit to the Commissioner, 


Mr. A. H. Purdy, Assistant District Attorney, who 
appeared for tlie prosecution, referred to the sixty- 
second section ot cue ac'. ol congress, approved on 
the 13th day of July, ihds. making the offering or pay- 
ing orsttcu a briDe as described in the tfmdavit a 
criminal olfeuce, and on his application a warrant 
for the arrest or John L. Barton \vas Issued, whicn 
described the offence that he'-did on or about tha 
15tu day of August, and also on or about the 15ttt 
day ol October, in the year iss=i, at tue southern Dis- 
trict of New Yorlc, offer and give aud cnu.-e and pro- 
cure to be offered aud given money ana a bribe to 
an officer of the Uuiteu states with intent to milu- 
euce such officer to commit aacl aid aud abet 
in committing a fraiid on the revenue of ins 
Unitsd States, and to connive at and collude in, and 
to allow and permit ana make opportunity ror the 
commission of such a Hand." 1'huj warrant being 
duly made out, signed by Commissioner OsSorn and 
properly endorsed, was placed in Hie hands of 
Deputy United States marshal Dowley, who rorih- 
\vitii proceeded to execute its commission. 


About three o'clock m tue arternoou the Duputy 
Marshal re-entered cue Court House buildmg, m 
Chambers street, with Mr. Barton m custody, com- 
missioner Osuorn being otherwise euga^ea tue pris- 
oner was taken beloie Commissioner iJetts, who 
held hiinjo bail in the sum or $7,000, which not 
lortucoining at the time Barton was committed in 
default 01 it lor examination. 


This is tne flrst ol these oases brought into court, - 
and it is given out by the authorities that otner 
complaints and arrests will soon follow, now that 
tne government nas commenced prosecuting tneae 
irauds. Tne developments in this case promise to 
be *'rlch and racy," inasmuch aa several well Known 
importing nouses are imiiliiaited, as also tne pro- 
tege's and relatives or prominent politicians in the 
country, in the preseuft case, for example, the 
name of A. W. Vaii Winkle is mentioned, who is u 
son of tae viator or West Virginia ol that 
name, 
in none of the other coses now pre- 
paring ror action oy District Attorney Pleire- 
pout has it been thought 
advisable 
lo give 
the names of the parties implicated for publication; 
but when this is done some startling revelations 
may be expected during tne course or the examina- 
tion, not less astonijtiiug, probably, than in the re- 
markable conspiracy to deiraua the government by 
means of fictitious lutcrnal Revenue drawback 
claims, though it is said that the fr.iuas, by tne arti- 
fice or false weighers' returns, were neither so 
numerous nor so extensive in amount. 
Several other werrants were issued yesterday, . 
partly ror ihe arrest of implicated parties, others lor 
the seizure of books of account aud merchandise, - 
bet us those warrants Had not been executed by sun- 
down last evening, tae particulars 01 the proposed 
summary proceedings were not communicated. It 
s the intention of tne autnonues, if successful m the 
>rosecution for brloery. as stated in tae case against 
tir. Barton, to oring civil actions lor the recovery of 
he duty out of winch the revenue naa been de- 
raudea. It will tnus be seeo that tho present 
evenue officers, a* well as the legal representatives 
of the-^goverument in Xew -York, strive to do tuek 
auty in the premises.

How Is It at this hour over every inch of ground In 
this city where working women can be found i They 
live m nasty tenem ent houses, ofteu in cellars. 
Tlielr quarlers are generally uiiUt lor hum an habita­ 
tion. Badly ligUto*!, poorly veulllated, U clear air is 
aoccssible at all, their rooms are situated in pools of 
foulness, where every Impurity is nurtured and 
where every vice flourishes. The home accommo- 
daUons are scanty. A dirty and carpetless floor; a 
stained, patched and dingy wall; a low and smoky 
ceiling; a rickety bed. with meagre coverings; a

And w hat is the remedy? This has often been 
asked.

good and comfortable buildings In bealtby situations 
where rooms can be rented at moderate prices, and 
the result, will then depend upon their virtue and 
Industry; and the 76,oou working women of New 
York will not dlsappotiit the most sanguine expecta­ 
tions. The fall trade, now about over, has not been 
what was expected, and the work .for the holidays 
does not promise much. The consequence Is, that the

ssrvice. If performed correctly, is subject to many 
nncertataties whlcn come m>m sickness, lack of 
aitenuon and uufamlUanty with and unadapubUlty 
to manual forms. Whether these eompiainw are well 
grounded, or not, It is certain that they have great 
weight lu keeping down the wages ol women, and 
in reducing their sphere ol uaefalaesa to Its mini­ 
m um limit.

As saleswomen, and in all occupations requiring 
Bddn'ss and accommodaUous to csutomers, it is 
universally held among employers th at females do 
not display that spiiiude which should enable them 
to domaud equal wages with men. 
They hold that 
saleswomen are not sought for and patronized by 
Cheirowu sex; that they never possess a practical 
acquaintance wim the goods tiiey otter over the 
counter; that custom ers nave to approach them 
with too great a reverence, and that a refusal or 
neglect to purchase olten becomes a question of 
personal kindness. 
Besides, It is claimed Uiat they 
liiivc not the physical endurance wUich Induces m en 
to make ttie widest display of fabrics irom the upper 
shelves, and that many goods are not thus exposed. 
The caieol girls, to guard them against Insult, is 
also uiontioued. 
It IS next to impossible to say how much Justice 
there Is lu these objections. They exist. It rem ains 
for the workirigwomen to remove them. That sales­ 
women have succeded m opening and advanciug the 
sales In new departm ents or trade Is known, aud 
that they alone are flt to hold positions m special 
lines, now occupied by men. is also a fact, and is 
dem onstrated lu orders requiring neatness and de­ 
spatch. When they shall be able to supplant their 
male rivals and obtain even the sam e wages It will 
bo an intere.sUng revolution. 
In Paris there Is 
hardly such a being known in the lighter departr 
menls of the retail trade as a salesm an. Every oiio 
Is a sales woman; and the system lor m any years In 
actual practice is successful beyond measure. 
TUe 
sam e is true of Loudon. 
Why should it not also 
obtain In New T orxl 
WOMEN’S WAGES. 
The subject of wom en's wages has been fruitful 
or a great deal of controversy. Some hold th at they 
get enough lu proportion to the salaries of men, 
and others eonteud that they are shamefully swin­ 
dled. Whichever side is correct, women suffer the 
most, and the fact remains th at their living is a 
scanty and precarious existence. 
Uetween the 
hand and the mouth their pay disappears m the 
meanest necessities, aod tney have seldom enough 
relaxation or funds to secure a night’s enjoym eut at 
the theatre or ly c^ n i. 
It is arguotl tlfi 6ne side th at women, com­ 
pared 
with 
men, 
receive 
the 
most 
wages. 
Their living. It 
is claimed, costa 
them loss; 
th at a lemule eata ordlnarüy one-tblrd less thau 
a m an; that she always, in the same boarding 
liouso, obtains her living at a lower figure thau a 
male, and that she can make her owd dresses, un­ 
derclothing, bats. Ac., while a m an has to resort to 
a tailor and furnisher for his wear. 
Ills also contended th at every female lives ex­ 
pecting to be m arried at some period of her life, and 
in this hope never endeavors to get a complete ma»- 
lerv over her trade, but rather looks to the m arriage 
um'un as a relief from all work and service not 
purely household. It is claimed that such longings, 
which are natural. Incapacitate women lor progres­ 
sive industry, and that this Is the reason th a t so few 
rise Into positions of independence and life support 
as can be instanced In thousands of cases of male 
tradesmen, many of whom till the m ost exalted sta­ 
tions amung the mlllionnalres of the day. As every 
one cuu see, there is much tru th in this statemeBl. 
Young girls are bred to the idea of marriage, and 
they uro nurtured to the belief that tala Is their m is­ 
sion on earth. The m istake Is not in the tneory—It 
IB true and perfect; but m a city like New York, 
where there are üfto.ooo females to 450,ooo males, the 
famUy tie is not an universal boon. 
Hence so soon 
as this notion leaves every girl, and Its absence 
causes her to feel th at she Is always to be her own 
support, then excellence, and in high order, will 
prevail among the working w om ea 
now WOMEN OPPRESS WOMEN. 
The causes other than those mentioned to keep 
down the wages ol wumen are m aaiioui, but iiiuy 
can be referred chiefly to three im portant sources. 
/'¿/•sf—fom petiuon. 
Want of concerted action. 
T/ilrct—U ck of a common fund. 
Under too flrst división the evils existing are enor­ 
mous and constitute an im pregnable barrier to thu 
increase ol women's wages. 
There are so many 
females who have husbands upon wiiom to depend, 
and other means of living who do fancy ana sub­ 
stantial ueeolework that they offer a lively compe­ 
tition to the poor girls and widows, who depend 
upon their uands for existence. This class of cuni- 
parativcly indepetideut women work for pm money. 
They embroider, m ate ruifles and m anufacture arti­ 
cles Of wear that belong to the domam or the really 
working portion of the sex. 
Hut the evil Is not m doing, hut In the price for 
which they do. For instance, a woman will work 
three wceas and produce som ethm g handsome by 
her needle, and win take it to some dealer aud will 
receive ten dollars for her labor. Hhe is nut particu­ 
lar as u> price, because work is not ber necessity, a 
real working woman will toil hard and accomplish 
the same thing in two weeks, aud 1 rom the nature 
Vi tlio compeiuiou receives but ten dollars, the same 
prieO. '1 he giaring injustice of this lorced labor by 
independent lemaios is visible. 
They rob the poor, 
they cut down tlieir par, and to gratify a morbid 
desire lor dress and petty luxury, oppress a whole 
cla-is as much entitled to the com forts of life as 
iliemseives—the sequel shows better. Had the poet 


ho would have penned a tex t th at epIiuraizeR many 
oi the ills that now degrade the working women of 
New York, 
B.it tins is not the only opposition they And in 
their own sex. 
The tendency of ladies in the upper 
classes of society to "beat down ’ on every ar­ 
ticle they purchase over the counter Is proverbim. 
Poor women are prevented by pride from followlirg 
such a streak of misplaced economy, consequently 
the rich live cheaper than the poor, aud me poor 
liear the imnlen of the disparity. The saleswoman 
does not obtain a full price for her faones. tho pro­ 
prietor sntTers in his protlts and the girU, therefore, 
work fur diminishen wages. This is a truth so 
l»latn th at shame, if not decency, should prevent 
the further spreading of a fraud, which is no less a 
fraud because fostered by a class who live In 
stolen elegance to the oppression of their worthy 
sisters, 
lu all phases of 
injustice this is one 
wnlch m ust strike the community as freighted 
wiili the 
m eanest 
aiinbutes 
and embodying 
the most mercetiaiy alms. UonsideraMons like these 
are mquy wherein woman keeps down woman. Let 
the noble feelings of the sex bs appealed to and let 
them iindcrstaud that they, as well as men, are re­ 
sponsible lor the present condition of the gtris, aud 
the cause of womeu will advance with giant strides. 
A WANT OK TNION. 
The w ant of concerted action among the female 
workers is aiiutlier uuuse. 1'hey shuuiu be a unit in 
their several trades; they should m utually sustain 
each oilier by couuset and advice; they should organ­ 
ize and form a vast slaterhood of intelligent bcing^, 
as uiey are; and Without onieruig upon any strikes 
with their employers, for these have always proved 
disastrous, they should educate public seucimeut, 
seek redress lor Ihelr wrongs temperately, emd pre­ 
sent their cane In all Its hideous aspects. .No over- 
puweriug current (xiuld be turned against them. 
WANT OF MONEY—AN UNFAILINU REMSUV. 
The m ird cause refers to a lack of funds and gen­ 
eral iinoaliHid hearth, tor these ills have a closer alli­ 
ance than Is auspecied. The working womeu w ant 
money, and they must earn it themselves. 
The 
question is how to get u . An em inent physician, 
Hr. F. B. Lawson, tried an •xperlm eiii wuich com ­ 
pletely Illustrates t he whole subject. 
Four operators 
on sewing maciiuies were found who were In tbe 
habit of working sixteen hours a day, wearing tnit 
their bodies aud earning bad health and poor pay. 
Under the treatm ent of the physician they were di­ 
rected to work eight hours a day, sewing by hand if 
possible, sleep eight hours and take eight hours for 
relaxation. If a deficiency in what they had earned 
and what they might earn should be found against 
the 
new 
system 
the 
Doctor 
was 
to 
pay 
It. 
They 
worked 
a 
year, 
and 
the 
result 
was tiiai all four saved m ore than flfly dollars In 
twelve months, in excess of what they had formerly 
made in the same time. The frame was uot pros­ 
trated; the constitution regained Its wonted vigor; 
the general health became admirable, and the girls 
were cheerful aud happy. Th.s is the secret of a 
working woman's liie, and could the principle be 
dlssemmnled among tho seveuty-flve thousand lu 
New York w hat a contented portion of the body 
politic would they become I Losses of time which 
occur to such an alarm ing extent would not then 
follow the periodical sud often protracted Illness to 
wbich all women are subject. Now lew can devoto 
iheir Whole time to regular em plojm eut w ithout 
soon becoming broken down and unreliable. 
In­ 
deed, stuiistlus indicate th at women In general, 
during a lllo of seventy years, suffer tnlrty 0 vo years, 
or lialf ineir time, in a stckusss wnich prevents the 
exercise of manviW labor. 
In th e cases mentioned nature was followed not 
thw nned; and the eqiiuibrluui of the organlzaliou 
was restored and the true pruoleiu solved. 
Hutnani- 
tanaiis and philanthropists direct your batteries at 
these social forces wiiich for so many years havo

By taking one-fourth of the female popu'ation tn 
cacti lustrum It will be observed lliui Uie mimoer 
of working women fixed a t 75.ooo nas been vcnfied. 
Tne greaUisl number, as will be seen, work between 
tne ages of twenty and twenty-Uve, and at lorty 
they fall off rapidly, many having pcnshea and 
many uavlng been m arried. At seventy less than a 
thousand are leit; and sumo of these withered aud 
decayed septuagenarians still waimer in our streets 
and sell their wares at corners and from dilapidated 
stalls. 
This oonctnslon, it should be remembered. Is on 
the assum ption that m ortality is equal am ong ail 
Classes. biatisUcs prove th at this assuiuptlou is 
faise and nuteuable, and th at many of tho wearieu 
and shattered needle plyers sink into untimely 
graves, little heeded by the community and little 
observed by even the must acuto huiuauiiarlans. 
The flgures follow pretty well the num ber of In­ 
habitants of different nationalities. 
A census taken 
now would disclose the fact that there arc about 
650,000 Americana. ‘240,000 Irish, I60,uoo Hermans 
and 100,000 of uiher uaiiunalilies now living on this 
Island. So th at of the working women one-half are 
American, iicaiiy one-quarter Irish, over one-eigiuh 
Uormau and the balance from other quarters ol tho 
globe. 
SERVANTS. 
The subject ol nationality has not, perhaps, created 
the am ount of olffereuco that miglit be expected

spherea As w well known moat of the household 
service Is to-day performed by lu sh and Uerman 
servants; and we have no hesitation in saying, alter 
a careful exaiuuiatiou of the lucts, that servants are 
in a much better condition as reg.trds shelter, food 
aud wages than ilie ureat imdy ol native workmg- 
woineu. This fact Is starUiug. It places menial 
service above skilled labor, it Imiuces large nuiiibeia 
to neglect trades aud employ incuts m at reiiulre 
special training, aud effectually closes the dour to 
many flelds where, by industry and frugality, girts 
could eventually necome cxperLs in m echanical 
labor. And Here, wlUi other collateral causes, cau 
be traced th« ssurces or th at great social evil, prosti­ 
tution. 
THE SOCIAL KVII.—CAN IT BE ATKIITBP? 
Moralists may say wnai they will, and siati.sticlans 
may endeavor to ulmd the public regarding ibe 
lileutlty of tins crime with the present condition of 
the laboring womeu, but the farts remain to show, 
beyond a doubt, that tlie lite of luxury obtaiucd by 
dcuauchury is the true reason that accounts tor the 
excessive numbers of abandoned women. In tne 
flrst place the quarter.4 of working women In tene­ 
m ents are not habitable, ttirnr dress can never be 
omerwisc than plain, and their food coarse and in- 
digostlble. bct'vutus rarely suffer these luconveni- 
ences, being under the generous eyes of provld“iit 
unstresses. Then, too. the extravagant dress now the 
fashion excites envy, and the knowledge th at it can bo 
obtained is olten sougnt without counting the cost 
01 how It is obUined. Deplorable us It is, hundreds 
rusk into the vortex because they have no refuge 
from a depravtm imullc taste, and uothiug but a 
choice between plenty and destitution. The former 
Is chosen at the sucnflce of virtue. Like other draw ­ 
backs m entioned this can only be averted by organ­ 
ized labor, better homes aud more advanced wages.

This, we say, among all the mixed commu- 


nities of the West Indies, Mexico and Central 
America, opens wide the door to annexation; 
and so the whole mighty programme we have 
indicated may be easily fulfilled under the first 
term of General Grant's administration.

do we doubt that such is the grand scheme 
contemplated by General Grant in his encour- 
agement of these Dominican negotiations, and 
in the legal proceedings he has instituted in 
reference to those thirty Spanish gunboats. 
Since we have ceased to be held in the bonds 
of negro slavery all our anti-slavery and 
equality neighbors, not only south of us, but 
north of us, are attracted by the brilliant pros- 
pect before us, aud are anxious to share in 
our power and prosperity.

Tiie Dominican Annexation Movement—Gen- 


eral ftrant's American Policy. 


Senator Cole, of California; Judge O'Sulli- 


van and Mr. Hollister, of New York, directly 
concerned in the recent negotiations looking to 
the annexation of the republic of Dominica 
and the republic of Hayti—between which the 
fine island of St. Domingo, with its appen- 
dages, is divided—had a very gratifying con- 
ference with General Grant oil the subject the 
other day. 
We say gratifying, because It has 


developed the fact that General Grant is 
heartily in favor of the proposed annexation, 
and because from this fact and his unmistaka- 
ble sympathy in behalf of Cuban indepen- 
dence, and trom his desire to see the Darien 
Canal a thing accomplished under his admin- 
istration, we have the landmarks of a pro- 
jected American policy of the grandest pro- 
portions. 


We shall not in the least degree be surprised 


if before the expiration of six months the 
annexation of the magnificent island of St. 
Domingo, or Hayti, shall be an accomplished 
fact. The recent departure of General Bab- 
cock, accompanied by General Rufus Ingalls, 
on board the United States steamer Albany, 
from New York, bound for the island with, as 
we learn from Washington, instructions from 
President Grant regarding the course he shall 
pursue in the pending negotiations of our gov- 
ernment with President Baez, of the Dominican 
republic, assures us of the energetic prosecu- 
tion of the purpose and places quite within the 
bounds of moderation the apparently brief time 
named. Within the same period we look first for 
the independence of Cuba, and secondly for 
an application from the republic, & la, Texas, 
for admission into the Union, which will not 
be denied. Then will follow, as they ripen, 
the gathering under the "Stars and Stripes" 
of the whole chain of the West India islands, 
together with the republic of Mexico and the 
Central American States. And what than ? In 
a few words, then the Gulf of Mexico and tho 
Caribbean Sea will be numbered among tbe 
grp.ai salt lakes of the United States, aud all 
tbe isthmus passages between the Atlantic and 
the Pacific oceans will be ours, which will 
give us tiie commercial and naval control of 
the Darien Canal, though opened on the same 
terms to all the nations of the earth. 


Thia grand programme of annexation was 


the dream of the projectors of the late South- 
ern confederacy, as far back as the Nicaragua 
adventure of Walker and the Cuban filibuster- 
ing expedition of Lopez. The scheme was 
the ultimate fusion of the West India islands, 


BIc. Garfield on the Currency and Specie 


Payments. 


The chairman of the House Committee in 


Congress on Banking and Currency has been 
"interviewed" by our AVashington correspond- 
ent relative to his views on the subject of 
returning to specie payments and the currency. 
Tbe honorable gentleman appears brimful of 
this subject and is preparing to take an active 
part in the consideration of it in the approach- 
ing session of Congress 
He does not think 


this matter properly belongs to the Committee 
of Ways and Means, which has heretofore "set 
itself up not only to provide ways and means 
for raising revenue, but to shape the financial 
policy of the country," and it is his intention 
to make his committee the financial one of the 
House in this respect. Mr. Garfield evidently 
is in earnest, and the country will be gratified 
to know that he entertains somo broad and 
liberal views, which the Committee of Ways 
and Means has not shown, on the currency 
and national bank questions. 


Mr. Garfield is becoming emancipated from 


the on-to-specie-payment and currency theories 
of some of his party organs and men in Con- 
gress. While he avows himself in favor of 
resuming specie payments and would set his 
face toward resumption, he does not believe 
"the way to resume is to resume," and would 
not do anything that might "suddenly unsettle 
values and create great financial distress." So 
far, then, he is on the right track. But he 
has not got far enough in his financial educa- 
tion, for he still clings to the old idea that a 
contraction of the currency is necessary to 
bring about specie payments. He has, conse- 
quently, a scheme for gradual contraction 
with a view to accomplish that object. But 
why contraction ? There is not more Currency 
in the country than it needs, and any con- 
traction must prove disastrous. 
If the volume 


of currency be left as it is the extraordinary 
growth of the country and the increase of 
population and business will operate the same 
as contraction; for the increased demand for 
money as a circulating medium would make 
it more and more scarce relatively. This is 
what we call growing up to specie payments 
healthfully and gradually, and what we have 
advocated all along. But Mr. Garfield makes 
a mistake in supposing specie payments de- 
pend altogether upon the volume of currency. 
Specie payments can only be resumed when 
the exchanges are not so much against us— 
when the balance of exchange with foreign 
countries is more equalized, and when the 
precious metals cannot be drained from us to 
meet the demands of foreigners. Here lies 
the difficulty, and we recommend Mr. Garfield 
to turn his attention to that rather than to the 
mere abstract and impracticable theory of 
contraction. 


As regards the national bank circulation and 


withdrawing that with a view of substituting 
legal tenders in its place, Mr. Garfield is right. 
There is no reason why the government and 
people should not derive the profits from a 
national currency, which amount, on that por- 
tion which the national banka circulate, to about 
twenty-four millions of dollars a year, and 
there is every reason why this vast sum should 


Peter B. Sweeny on (lie Fifteenth Amend, 


moot. 


In the expression of the frank, full and sug- 


gestive opinions of Peter B. Sweeny, published 
in yesterday's HBKALD, on the political situa- 
tion, plans and projects of the New York 
democratic managers, with their complete 
possession of the State, he said, among other 
things, referring to the new Legislature:—"I 
think that one of its first acts will be to repeal 
the action of last winter (by the republican 
Legislature thereof) approving the fifteenth 
amendment." We think BO too, because with 
their first chance the democrats in New Jersey, 
Ohio, Kentucky, Tennessee and elsewhere 
repudiated either the fourteenth or the fifteenth 
amendment. But why should the New York 
democracy follow these examples ? Because, 
as Mr. Sweeny facetiously says, "It (the 
fifteenth amendment) goes beyond the negro," 
and "purposes to absorb the whole subject of 
suffrage, by which Congress will be enabled 
to disfranchise the whites while enlarging the 
area of negro domination." 


But let us see what this amendment is. It 


is as follows:— 


AKTICLE XV.—The right of the citizens of the 
United States to vote shall not be denied or abridged 
by the United States or by any State, on account of 
race, color or previous condition of servitude. 
Congress shall have the Dower to enforce this 
article by appropriate legislation. 


What does this mean? Negro suffrage in all 


the States, with power to Congress, republican 
or democratic, to enforce it in any State in 
which it may be by the State denied. 
There 


is no power involved to take the suffrage from 
white men on any pretence. 
In reference to 


negro suffrage Mr. Sweeny's views are sound. 
The democrats of the North have nothing to 
fear from the negro vote, and the Southern 
democrats have adopted it and turned the 
negro to a good account. Why, then, should 
the coming New York democratic Legislature 
repudiate this fifteenth amendment ? For the 
simple reason, we apprehend, that it is one of 
the reconstruction measures of the republican 
party and of Grant's administration. 
But one 


would think the democrats had had enough of 
this reconstruction warfare. 
Do they intend 


to keep it up, after all their disasters on the 
issues held by the majority of the States and 
people to be settled by the war ? If so the 
democratic party may expect to be defeated 
again and again till they are demolished as 
was the old federal party from its opposition to 
the war of 1812. General Grant within a 
month, if so disposed, can make good the rati- 
fication of the fifteenth amendment. If not 
so disposed, while in favor of the amendment, 
it is because, no doubt, he proposes to keep 
this whole question of reconstruction still 
open to accommodate the democratic party. 
But Mr. Sweeny evidently understands the 
situation, even in holding back, and if the 
other leaders of his party were as clear-headed 
they would soon be on the right platform. 


Spain—Continued Embarrassment. 


So far as can be seen from our very latest 


news no approach has been made towards a 
final settlement of tho troubles in Spain. 
Affairs become more complicated and more 
embarrassed as time advances. A king is 
still in demand. Tiie unionists still insist on 
Montpensier as their man. The progressists, 
wirli Prim at their head, will have none but 
the Duke of Genoa. The present government 
is a coalition government. As the two parties 
cannot agree on a candidate, and as an elec- 
tion would be certain to disrupt the govern- 
ment and give Spain over to anarchy, it is 
really difficult to say when the present ruinous 
state of things is to be brought to a close. 
Meanwhile the delay is strengthening the repub- 
lican party all over the country. Prim still 
holds the army; but Prim is not the idol he 
was a year ago. The prominent necessity of 
Spain now is a settled government. Suspense 
has ruined her finances and worried the life 
out of her people. It is gratifying to see that 
the republican deputies, who have for somo 
time been absenting themselves from the 
Cortes, have concluded to resume their seats. 
It is a wise and well-considered step. A little 
longer delay and Prim may find that the army 
has ceased to be submissive. 
If a king is not 


speedily chosen another outbreak may be 
regarded as certain; and it is already doubtful 
whether the election of a king will give the 
country peace and contentment. It is the 
conviction of the republicans that a republic is 
tbe only haven of rest; and it is their belief 
that were it not for the army, the clergy and 
the government officials, Spain would be a 
republic to-morrow. At the present moment 
the situation is really devoid of interest. So 
it must remain until the revolution enters upon 
some new phase. 


the Ohio river through West Virginia. And 
the capitalists concerned are correct in their 
idea that the sooner the road is finished the 
sooner they will begin to reap the bountiful 
harvest a_waiting them.

The Erie Imbroglio and the Remedy. 
People are getting tired of the Erie Railway 


imbroglio and all the intricate law proceedings 
that surround it and protract its existence. 
Tiere ara many people interested in the result 
of these apparently endless squabbles, and they 
of course are numbered among the stockhold- 
ers. 
Now, what is the remedy for all this 


trouble? Clearly it cannot be found in the 
law courts, for our judges are so facile in the 
issuing of injunctions, mandamuses, and so 
forth, that in this matter of railroad troubles 
our courts have become exemplars of the law's 
delay and the obstruction ot justice. Wo can- 
not look for relief to the State Legislature, be- 
cause it operates now, as it ever did, in the 
interests of cliques and rings, and is really not 
to be expected to take any action upon a pub- 
lic question unless there is money enough to 
make it a matter of interest to the members. 
It is not so easy, however, to buy up Congress. 
There are thirty-seven States represented there, 
and, even if public virtue did not control its 
action in some measure, it would cost too much 
to buy up Congress. The profits would be so 
small that no railroad could afford to buy on 
these terms. 


Congress, therefore, is the proper body to 


take tho management of our railroads in 
hand. 
There are many ways in which 


it could operate with great efficiency and 
render impossible forever such proceedings as 
the Erie road has been dealing in. 
Congress, 


for instance, might pass laws against the con- 
solidation of railroad companies for fraudulent 
purposes, and it could fix a maximum price 
per mile of each road to regulate the amount 
of capital stock. This would put an end to 
the nefarious custom of "watering" stock now 
so freely resorted to in the interest of a few 
to the dire calamity of the many holders of 
stock, who suppose that they own so much pro- 
perty in the railroad when they really own 
not more than one-third of it. The proper 
remedy for these railroad frauds, junketings of 
railroad directors and the absurd conflict of 
authority which occurs every day in our courts 
lies with Congress. 
lit can take hold of the 


whole question and settle it. We hope that the 
assembled wisdom at Washington next month 
will take note of this fact and relieve us 
effectually 
from 
these wearisome railroad 


imbroglios.

TIio Indniitrial Situation and "Strikes" la 


France. 


By telegram from Paris, through the Atlan- 


tic cable, we learn that French troops were 
despatched yesterday to the Department of 
Tarn, under orders "to quell disturbances 
there." Tho town of Abby, to which the sol- 
diers marched directly, is the seat of the exten- 
sive cotton and woollen manufactures centred 
in the southwestern portion of the empire; so 
it is fair to presume that the "disturbances" 
have originated in some industrial combination 
or trade "strike" undertaken with tho view of 
obtaining an advance of wages, the shortening 
of the hours of labor, or a rearrangement of the 
existing relations between the employers and 
operatives. 
In 
every 
other 
producing 


country in the world 
except France all 


this is of such everyday occurrence that 
it is regarded as quite a natural, legitimate 
result of labor and speculative enterprise 
and easily settled between the parties inter- 
ested. In France it is quite different. There 
the government undertakes to look after every- 
thing, and to the government "strikes" are 
dangerous. 
Hence do we find the military 


employed immediately, and hence shall we 
hear, perhaps, as in the late instances of the 
coal miners and some other organized oppo- 
sition to their interference, that the military 
fired upon the people and that the "disturb- 
ances subsided." 
"Disturbances," as they 


are classed in France, which originate in 
a rightful, if even not exactly legal, demand 
for mc.e bread for the workingmen's families 
and are forced to "subside" in the smoke of 
military fire, are not quelled. Tho cause 
remains, and the feeling cankers towards gan- 
grene. A radical cure must then be had; but 
the cure may come from either side—from the 
people as well as from the Executive. 


C^overnor'a Sug- 
Our State Prisons—TIio 


eosiion. 


It appears that our three State Prisons, at 


Sing Sing, Auburn and Clinton, are crowded 
with convicts beyond the capacity of these 
buildings to accommodate them with any 
regard to discipline, 
comfort or morality. 


The Prison Inspectors have been endeavoring 
to improve this state of things by transferring 
prisoners from one institution to another, but 
this does not seem to have any effect, because 
the increase of convicts throughout the State 
is in a greater ratio than tho capacity of the 
prisons to hold them. The Committee on 
State Prisons in the last Legislature repre- 
sented these facts in their report, and recom- 
mended some change in the prison system to 
meet the difficulty. 
Governor Hoffman, in a 


message which he sent to the Legislature at 
that time, suggested as a remedy for this evil 
that a new reformatory prison should be built. 
He did not favor making any additions to the 
present establishments, but that an entirely 
new structure should be erected at some loca- 
tion in the State and conducted on a principle 
designed to reform as well as to punish crimi- 
nals. It would appear that the time has come 
when the Governor's suggestion should be 
adopted. If the authority of law cannot suc- 
ceed in restraining crime, then it is evident 
that we must provide for the safe keeping of 
the criminals. As affairs stand now in the 
different State Prisons the provisions are 
wholly inadequate. We hope, then, that the 
Legislature, which is soon to assemble at 
Albany, will give early attention to this matter.

Arrangements, it appears, have been per- 


fected in this city with prominent capitalists 
whereby the Virginia, Chesapeake and Ohio 
Eailroad will be completed at once. Among 
the capitalists concerned are W. H. Aspinwall, 
A. A. Low, C. P. Huntington, Fisk & Hatch, 
and others. The object of this road is to bring 
a portion of the traffic of the great Northwest 
across West Virginia and Virginia into Nor- 
folk, and to tap en route the rich mines of 
coal and iron, salt springs and petroleum wells 
of the great Kanawha Valley. 
To complete 


the connection between Norfolk and Ohio some 
two hundred and fifty miles, more or less, of 
railway remains to be built; but as this is 
through the Alleghany Mountain system of 
West Virginia it will be heavy work. After 
what has been done, however, on the Pacific 
Eailroad, there is no reason why this line 
should not be completed by next fall. 


When completed, in the coal, iron, lumber, 


petroleum, salt, grain, &c., of West Virginia 
alone, it will rapidly build up the city of Nor- 
folk, with its splendid harbor, into a first class 
seaport, 
in 
trade,

and 


in manufactures. As the Baltimore and Ohio 
road has been the making of Baltimore, so 
will this road be the making of Norfolk, only 
on a much larger scale, in view of the enor-

Tns SUEZ CANAL—FEEIGHTS BY THE CAPE.— 


One of the most important effects of the opening 
of the Suez Canal is already being experienced 
in London by the fall of the rates of freight 
offered for vessels sailing to and from India 
and China via the Cape of Good Hope. The 
benefits arising from this fact are the more 
important because they reflect upon the com- 
munity at large, by causing a reduction in the 
cost of many of the most current articles of 
daily consumption. On all merchandise drawn 
from such long distances the items of freight 
and insurance occupy a prominent position, 
and the means by which they can be lessened 
are benefits in which the general public par- 
ticipates. The effects already caused by the 
success of this colossal undertaking, in the 
trade between Europe and the East, are but a 
foreshadowing of the results that will accrue to 
us and Europe generally when a canal across 
the Isthmus of Darien shall have been estab- 
lished. The government has already taken 
active steps in this matter by ordering surveys, 
and it ia to be hoped that no time will bo lost 
in the commencement of a work so essentially 
necessary to our general interests. 


ONE SESSEBLE MAN nsr TDK CABINET.—Mr. 


Garfield, the chairman of the House Congres- 
sional Committee on Banking and Currency, re- 
marked to our correspondent in Washington that 
he had "numerous conversations with a mem- 
ber of the Cabinet," whose name he wai not at

Tbe Charter Election and the Politicians. 


A great deal of the eKcitement over the 


coming charter election arises from the tri- 
umphant position in which the democratic 
party finds itself for the first time after the 
lapse of some seventeen years. A long inter- 
val this for a powerful party to be in the 
minority in the legislative halls of the State, 
controlling at tho same time, as it did, large 
majorities in their own stronghold, the city.

Tammany Regency having carried the State 
in November last, and with the ex-grand high 
Sachem of the party in the executive chair 
and a majority in both chambers of the Legis- 
lature, it will go hard with them if they do 
not "better the example" set them by the 
ousted republicans in making the political 
change of base severely felt as soon as the ses- 
sion opens. 


The place-hunters of the party, swelled by 


the late victory into countless numbers, ara 
already in full cry after the spoils. With 
many of the candidates for Justices and Alder- 
men and Assistant Aldermen their running 
after these offices is only a pretenoa to bring 
them into some notoriety—so much as will 
give them a fair excuse to go to Albany and 
renew their claims for the vacancies they 
anticipate 
will 
follow 
from 
a general 


decapitation of republican office-holders in the 
several departments of the city government. 
Tho astute chief of the Tammany Regency, 
Mr. Sweeny, is perfectly aware of this particular 
phase of the political excitement, but it gives 
him no uneasiness. His policy just now is 
masterly inactivity, leaving the fight going 
on between the contestants to develop the 
strongest m"n for the offices to be filled. The 
chiefs of the party are rather engaged in con- 
sulting together upon the policy they shall 
pursue when, clothed with their newly acquired 
power, they are assembled in the halls of tho 
Legislature in Albany, than in paying the 
slightest attention as to how the contest for 
petty offices wages here in the city. 


The political horoscope from the Tammany 


standpoint Is aglow with the signs of success 
to the party, not only as regards the control- 
ling power in the State, which is already 
assured, but of a most promising field for 
their operations in the coming Presidential 
contest. The whole policy of the Regency 
will be regulated by the course it may de- 
termine on in its efforts to attain the higher 
goal of its ambition—supremacy in the nat jonal 
democratic councils preliminary to the opening 
of the campaign of 1872; and to this end all 
minor questions of city and State politics will 
be subordinated. The new careSr upon which 
Tammany is now entering is pregnant with, 
important events, politically and socially, 
which tho future only can mature or develop, 
and on the result the Tammany Regency and 
the democratic party must stand or fall.

Lecture by Mr. William Parsons.

Senator Cole, of California; Judge O’Sulli­ 
van and Mr. Hollister, of Now York, directly 
concerned in the recent negotiations looking to 
tlie annexation of tho republic of Dominica 
and the republic of H ayti—between which tho 
fine Lland of SL Domingo, with its appen­ 
dages, is divided—had a very gratifying con­ 
ference w it\ General G rant on tho subject the 
other day. 
We say gratifying, because It baa 
developed the fact that General G rant is 
heartily in favor of the proposed annexation, 
and because from this fact and his unm istaka­ 
ble sympathy in behalf of Cuban indepen­ 
dence, and from his desire to seo the Darien 
Canal a thing accomplished under his admin­ 
istration, we havo the landm arks of a pro­ 
jected American policy of the grandest pro­ 
portions. 
We shall not in the least degree be surprised 
if before the expiration of six month.s the 
annexation of the magnificent island of St. 
Domingo, or Hayti, shall i>c an accomplished 
fact. 
The recent departure of General Bab­ 
cock, accompanied by General Rufus Ingalls, 
on board the United .States steam er Albany, 
from New Y'ork, bound for the island with, as 
we learn from Washington, instrnctions from 
I’resident Grant regarding the course he shall 
pursue in the pending negotiations of our gov­ 
ernment witli I’resident Baez, of the Dominican 
republic, assures us of the energetic prosecu­ 
tion of the purpose and places quite within the 
bounds of moderation the apparently brief time 
named. Within the same period wc look first for 
the independence of Cuba, and secondly for 
an application from the republic, r> la Texas, 
for admission into tho Union, which will not 
bo denied. 
Then will follow, as they ripen, 
the gathering under tho “ Stars and Stripes” 
of the whole chain of the West India islands, 
together with the republic of Mexico and the 
Central American States. 
And what than? In 
a few words, than the Gulf of Mexico and tho 
Caribbean Sea will be numbered among the 
great salt lakes of the United States, and ail 
tho isthmus passages between tho Atlantic and 
the Pacific oceans will bo ours, which will 


givB U9 the commercial and naval control of 
tho Darien Canal, though opened on the samo 
tefm s to all the nations of the earth 
" This grand programme of annexation was 
the dream of tho projectorB of tho late South­ 
ern confederacy, as far back as the Nic.aragua 
adventure of W alker and the Cuban filibuster­ 
ing expedition of Lopez, 
The scheme was 
1 the ultimate fmion of the West India islands,

Currency and Hpecie 
Paymenta. 


The chairman of the Uouae Committee in 
Congress on Banking and Currency has been 
“ Luterviewod” by our W ashington correspond­ 
ent relative to his views on the subject of 
returning to specie payments and tho currency. 
The honorable gentleman appears brimful of 
this subject and is preparing to take an activo 
part in the consideration of it in the approach­ 
ing session of Congress. 
lie does not think 
this m atter properly belongs to the Comroittoo 
of Way.s and Moans, which has heretofore “ set 
itself up not only to provide ways and means 
for raising revenue, but to shape tho financial 
policy of the country,” and it is his intention 
to make his commilteo the financial one of the 
House in this respect. 
Mr. Garfield evidently 
is in earne.st, and the country will bo gratified 
to know that he entertains some broad and 
liberal views, which tho Committee of Ways 
and .Means has not shown, on the currency 
and national bank questions. 
Mr. Garfield is becoming emancipated from 
theon-to-specie-payraont and currency theories 
of some of his party organ.s and men in Con­ 
gress. 
While ho avows himself in favor of 
resuming specie payments and would set bis 
face toward rcsum¡)tion, he does not believe 
“ the way to resume is to resum e," and would 
not do anything that might “ suddenly unsettle 
value.s and create great financial distress.” So 
far, then, he is on the right track. 
But he 
has not got far enough in his financial educa­ 
tion, for he still clings to the old idea that a 
contraction of the currency ik necessary to 
bring about specie payments. 
lie has, conse­ 
quently, a scheme for gradual contraction 
with a view to accomplish that object. 
But 
why contraction ? 
There is not more currency 
in the country than it needs, and any con­ 
traction must prove disastrouA. 
If the volume 
of currency be left as it is the extraordiniry 
growth of the country and the increase of 
population and business will operate tho sane 
as contraction; for tho increased demand for 
money as a circulating medium would mike 
it more and more scarce relatively. 
Thie is 
what we call growing up to specie paym eits 
healthfully and gradually, and what we hive 
advocated ail along. 
But Mr. Garfield makes 
a mistake in supposing «pecio payments de­ 
pend altogether upon the volume of currency. 
Specie payments can only bo resum ed wlon 
the exchanges are not so much against ut— 
when the balance of exchange with fore gn 
countries is more oiptalized, and when 
ho 
precious metals cannot be drained from us to 
meet the demands of foreigners. 
Here lie« 
the difficulty, and we recommend Mr. Garfield 
to turn his attention to that rather than to ho 
mere abstract and impracticable theory of 
contraction. 
As regards the national bank circnUfion and 
withdrawing that with a view of «ubetiluting 
legal tenders in its place, Mr. Garfield is right 
There is no reason wity tho governm ent and 
people should not derive the profits from a 
national currency, which amount, on that por 
tion which the national banks circulate, to about 
twenty-four millions of dollars a year, and 
there is every reason why this vast sum should 
not be given away to private corporations 
partldiilarly when tho people would havo s 
uniform and better currency by substituting 
legal tenders for national bank note«. 
Lot 
Mr. Garfield m ature some measure for effecting 
this change and press it upon Congress with 
all hit ability, and ho may feel assured of tho 
approltation of the public. 
He will have 
uidtlll work ; for thiB national bank monopoly 
is a mighty power. 
Still It is a work worthy 
of a sUtesinan, and he will find his reward in 
promoting the interests of tho country and in 
Ute gratitude of the people. 


Peter B. Nweeav • • the P ifteeath Aoiend. 


In the expression of tho frank, full and sug­ 
gestive opinions of Peter B. Sweeny, published 
in yesterday’s IIbbald, on the political situa­ 
tion, plans and projects of the Now York 
democratic m anagers, 
with their complete 
possession of the State, he said, among other 
things, referring to the new L e g i s l a t u r e “ I 
tiin k that one of its first acts will bo to repeal 
tho action of last winter (by the republican 
Legislature thereof) approving the fifteenth 
amendment.” 
We think so too, because with 
their first chance the dem ocrats in New Jersey, 
Ohio, Kentucky, Tennessee 
and elsewhere 
repudiated either the fourteenth or the fifteenth 
amendment. 
But why should the New York 
democracy follow these exam ples ? 
Because, 
as Mr. Sweeny facetiously sayS, “ It (the 
fifteenth amendm ent) goes beyond the negro,” 
and “ purposes to absorb the whole subject of 
suffrage, by which Congress will bo enabled 
to disfranchise the whites while enlarging tho 
area of negro dom ination.” 
But lot us see what this amendm ent Is. 
It 
is as follows 
Article XV.—The rtght of the clttzons of the 
United Htates to vole shall not be dented or abridged 
by the Uniied States or by any State, on account of 
race, color or previous condition ol servitude. 
Congress shall havo tha power to eulorce this 
article by appropriate logtslaiion. 
W hat does this m ean? 
Negro suffrage in all 
the States, with power to Congress, republican 
or democratic, to enforce it in any State in 
which it may be by the State denied. 
There 
is no power involved to take the suffrage from 
white men on any pretence. 
In reference to 
negro suffrage Mr. Sweeny’s views are sound. 
The dem ocrats of the North have nothing to 
fear from tho negro vote, and the Southern 
democrats have adopted it and turned tho 
nigro to a good account. 
W hy, then, should 
tho coming Now York dem ocratic Legislature 
repudiate this fifteenth amendm ent ? 
For the 
simple reason, we apprehend, th at it is one of 
the reconstruction m easures of the republican 
party and of G rant’s adm inistration. 
But one 
would think the democrats had had enough of 
this reconstruction warfare. 
Do they intend 
to keep it up, after all their disasters on the 
issues held by the m ajority of the States and 
people to be settled by tho w ar ? 
If so the 
democratic party may expect to be defeated 
again and again till they are demolished as 
was the old federal party from its opposition to 
the w ar of 1812, 
G eneral G rant within a 
month, if so disposed, can make good tho rati­ 
fication of the fifteenth amendment. 
If not 


80 disposed, while in favor of the amendment, 
it is because, no doubt, he proposes to keep 
this whole question 
of reconstruction still 
open to accommodate the democratic party. 
Blit Mr. Sweeny evidently understands the 
situation, even in holding back, and if the 
other leaders of his party were as clear-headed 
they would soon be on the right platform. 


Spain—Coatinned EnbarraiM uent. 


So far as can be seen from our very latest 
news no approaclt baa been m ade towards a 
final settlem ent of tho troubles in Spain. 
Affairs become more complicated and more 
em barrassed as time 
advances. 
A king is 
still in demand. 
The unionists still insist on 
Montpensier as their man. 
The progressists, 
with Prim at their head, will havo none but 
the Duke of Genoa. 
The present government 
is a coalition government. 
As the two parties 
cannot agree on a candidate, and as an elec­ 
tion would bo certain to disrupt the govern­ 
m ent and give Spain over to anarchy, it is 
really difficult to say when (he present ruinous 
state of things is to be brought to a close. 
Meanwhile the delay is strengthening the repub­ 
lican party all over the country. 
Prim still 
holds the arm y ; but Prim is not the idol ho 
was a year ago. 
The prom inent necessity of 
Spain now is a settled government. 
Suspense 
has ruined her finances and w orried the life 
out of her people. 
It is gratifying to see that 
the republican deputies, who have for some 
time been absenting 
themselves from the 
Cortes, have concluded to resume their seats. 
It is a wise and well-considered step, 
A little 
longer d elaj and Prim may find that tho army 
has ceased to be submissive. 
If a king is not 
speedily chosen another outbreak may bo 
regarded as certain ; and it is already doubtful 
w hether the election of a king will give the 
country peace and contentment. 
It is tho 
conviction of the republicans that a republic is 
tho only haven of rest; and it is their belief 
that were it not for the array, the clergy and 
tho governm ent officials, Spain would be a 
republic to-morrow. 
A t the present moment 
tho situation is really devoid of Interest. 
So 
it m ust rem ain until tho revolution enters upon 
some new phase. 


The Vlrsinlti, Cbesapeake and Ohio R ailroad. 


A rrangements, it appears, have been per­ 
fected in this city with prominent capitalists 
whereby tho Virginia, Chesapeake and Ohio 
Railroad will be completed at once. 
Among 
the capitalists concerned are W. II. Aspinwall,

To complete 
the connection between Norfolk and Ohio some 
two hundred and fifty miles, moro or less, of 
railway remains to be b u ilt; but as this is 
through the Alleghany Mountain system 
of 
W est Virginia it will be heavy work. 
After 
w hat has been done, however, on the Pacific 
Railroad, there is no reason why this lino 
should not be completed by next fall. 
When completed, in tho coal, iron, lumber, 
potroloiim, salt, grain, Ac., of West V irginia 
alone, it will rapidly build up the city of Nor­ 
folk, with its splendid harbor. Into a first class 
seaport, 
in 
trade, 
in shipbuilding 
and 
in manufactures. 
As the Baltimore and Ohio 
road has been the making of Baltimore, so 
will this road be tho making of Norfolk, only 
on a much larger scale, in view of the enor­ 
mous resources along tho line, and tho supe­ 
rior advantages of Norfolk as a harbor— equal 
to the largest fleets of the largest ships, open 
and 
secure 
at 
all 
seasons 
and 
close 
to 
the 
sea. 
Charleston 
meantime 
Is 
actively moving for a direct line by way 
of Chattanooga with the Ohio at Cincinnati ¡ 
and this road, too, will pay handsomely; hut, 
in our judgment, there is no railway enterprise 
on foot so short in the length of lino which 
promises the snbstantlal and ever increasing 
profits of UiU direct Uae b«two«p {iorfoU 


the Ohio river through W estV irgiaia. 
And 
the capitalisU ooooerned are oorreot In their 
idea that the sooner the road is finished the 
sooner they will b e ^ n to reap the bonntiful 
harvest awaiting them. 
If Norfolk had had this road In operation 
ten years ago Virginia would have escaped 
the folly of secession, a division into two 
States and all the disasters and losses of tho 
rebellion; for the binding influences of West­ 
ern trade would havo held her to the cause of 
the Union, or by main strength she would 
have been held, as M aryland was by the Balti­ 
more and Ohio road. 
As a now bond for the 
Union, therefore, as well as a new fountain 
of trade, let this Norfolk line to the Ohio be 
pushed through. 


T h e E rie Im b ro c H o a n d th e R em ed y . 


People are getting tired of the Erie Railway 
imbroglio and all the Intricate law proceedings 
that surround it and protract its existence. 
There are m any people interested in tho result 
of these apparently endless squabbles, and they 
of course are num bered among tho stockhold­ 
ers. 
Now, w hat is the rem edy for all this 
trouble? 
Clearly it cannot bo found in the 
law courts, for our judges are so facile in the 
issuing of injunctions, mandamuses, and so 
forth, that in this m atter of railroad troubles 
our courts have become exem plars of the law’s 
delay and the obstruction of justice. 
Wo can­ 
not look for relief to the State Legislature, be­ 
cause it operates now, as it ever did, in the 
interests of cliques and rings, and is really not 
to be expected to take any action upon a pub­ 
lic question unless there is money enough to 
make it a m atter of interest to the members. 
It is not so easy, however, to buy up Congress. 
There are thirty-seven States reprosentod there, 
and, even if public virtue did not control its 
action in some measure, it would cost too much 
to buy up Congress. 
The profits would be so 
small that no railroad could afford to buy on 
these terms. 
Congress, therefore, is the proper body to 
take the managem ent of our railroads in 
band. 
There are 
many ways 
in which 
it could operate with great efficiency and 
render impossible forever such proceedings as 
the E rie road has been deaUng in. 
Congress, 
for instance, m ight pass laws against tho con­ 
solidation of railroad companies for fraudulent 
purposes, and it could fix a maximum price 
per mile of each road to regulate the amount 
of capital stock. 
This would put an end to 
the nefarious custom of “ watering” stock now 
so freely resorted to in the interest of a few 
to the dire calam ity of the m any holders of 
stock, who suppose that they own so much pro­ 
perty in the railroad when they really own 
not more than one-third of it. 
The proper 
rem edy for these railroad frauds, junketings of 
railroad directors and the absurd conflict of 
authority which occurs every day in our courts 
lies with Congress. 
It can take hold of the 
whole question and settle it. We hope that the 
assembled wisdom at W ashington next month 
will take note of this fact 
and relievo 
us 
effectually 
from 
these wearisome railroad 
imbroglios. _____________________

It appears that our three State Prisons, at 
Sing Sing, A uburn and Clinton, are crowded 
with convicts beyond the capacity of these 
buildings to accommodate them with any 
regard to disolpline, 
comfort or morality. 
The Prison Inspectors have been endeavoring 
to improve this state of things by transferring 
prisoners from one institution to another, but 
this does not seem to have any effect, because 
the increase of convicts throughout the State 
Is in a greater ratio than tho capacity of the 
prisons to hold them. 
The Committee on 
State Prisons in tho last Legislature repre­ 
sented these facts in their report, and recom­ 
mended some change in tho prison system to 
meet the difficulty. 
Governor Hoffman, in a 
message which he sent to tho Lcgislatime at 
that time, suggested as a remedy for this evil 
that a new reform atory prison should be built. 
H e did not favor m aking any additions to tho 
present establishm ents, but that an entirely 
new structure should be erected at some loca­ 
tion in the State and conducted on a principio 
designed to reform as well as to punish crimi­ 
nals. 
It would appear that the time has come 
when the Governor’s suggestion should be 
adoptéd. 
If the authority of law cannot suc­ 
ceed in restraining crime, then it is evident 
that we m ust provide for the safe keeping of 
the criminals. 
As affairs stand now in tho 
different State Prisons the provisions are 
wholly Inadequate, 
Wo hope, then, that the 
Legislature, which is soon to assemble at 
Albany, will give early attention to this m atter. 


T he S uez Canal—F aKioirra by the Cape.— 
One of the most important effects of the opening 
of the Suez Canal is already being experienced 
in London by the fall of the rates of freight 
offered for vessels sailing to and from India 
and China via the Cape of Good Hope. 
Tho 
benefits arising from this fact are the more 
im portant because they reflect upon the com­ 
munity at large, by causing a reduction in the 
cost of many of the most current articles of 
daily consumption. On all merchandise drawn 
from such long distances the items of freight 
and insurance occupy a prominent position, 
and the means by which they can bo lessened 
are benefits in which the general public par- 
ticipates. 
The effects already caused by tho 
success of this colossal undertaking, in the 
trade between Enropc and the East, are but a 
foreshadowing of the results that will accrue to 
us and Europe generally when a canal across 
tho Isthmus of Darien shall have been cstal» 
lishcd. 
The government has already taken 
active steps In this m atter by ordering surveys, 
and it is to be hoped that no lime will bo lost 
in tlie commencement of a work so ossoiiUally 
necessary to our general interests.

t h e C a b in e t.—Mr. 
Garfield, the chairman of tho H ouse Congres­ 
sional Committee on Banking and Currency, re­ 
marked to our correspondent in W ashington that

By telegram from Paris, through the Atlan­ 
tic cable, we learn that French troops were

The town of Abby, to which the sol­ 
diers m arched directly, is the seat of the exten­ 
sive cotton and wooUen manufactures centred 
in the southw estern portion of the em pire; eo 
it is fair to presume that the “ disturbances'* 
have originated in some industrial combination 
or trade “ slriko" undertaken with tho view of 
obtaining an advance of wages, the ahortoalng 
of the hours of labor, or a rearrangem ent of tho 
existing relations between the employers and 
operatives. 
In 
every 
other 
producing 
country in 
the world 
except 
France all 
this is of such everyday occurrence th at 
it is regarded as quite a natural, legitim ate 
result of labor and 
speculative enterprise 
and easily settled between the parties inter­ 
ested. 
In France it is quite different. 
There 
the governm ent undertakes to look after every­ 
thing, and to the government “ strikes" are 
dangerous. 
H ence do we find the m ilitary 
employed immediately, and hence shall we 
bear, perhaps, as in the late instances of the 
coal m iners and some other organized oppo­ 
sition to their interference, th at the m ilitary 
fired upon the people and that the “ disturb­ 
ances subsided.” 
“ Disturbances," as they 
are classed in France, which originate in 
a rightful, if even not exactly legal, demand 
for more bread for the workingmen’s famillea 
and are forced to “ subside” in the smoke of 
military fire, are not quelled. 
The cause 
rem ains, and the feeling cankers tow ards gan­ 
grene. 
A radical cure m ust then be h a d ; but 
the cure m ay come from either sid e -fro m the 
people as well as from the Executive.

A great deal of the excitement over the 
coming charter election arises from the tri­ 
um phant position in which the democratio 
party finds itself for the first time after the 
lapse of some seventeen years.

He has been 
for some time now employed in the revenue offices 
m vhis city. I have met him often during the last 
few yeara, and he has frequently told me In trembling 
tones, and with an emotion which frequently com- 
pletely overcame his feelings, of the facts attendme 
his separation Irom his wile and the deep, damnme 
sorrow that preyed upon his mind, to thinK that a 
woman he so rranticaily loved should be led away 
by his now victim. 1 met him a few days ago grave 
dejected, almost tearful; but, while filled with heart- 
burning against Richardson, he had never a word of 
condemnation for his wife.

Tho Idaho Indians Trananlllized and Going- 


Upon Their Reservations. 


Colonel Jones, Superintendent of Indian Affairs 


for Idaho, reports to the Indian Bureau concerning 
the assembling of the Nez Perces Council at their 
reservation on the ISth inst., when the chiefs of the 
whole tribe were present, the non-treaty party then 
outnumbering the treaty party. The non-treaty 
party was persistently refused all the advantages of 
the treaty of 1863, such as accepting presents or 
availing themselves of the advantages of the shops 
and mill of the reservation, or having their farms 
fenced. The sessions of the council were continued 
from day to day, the advantages they would derive 
from accepting the offers of the government being 
pointed out to this non-treaty party. Much of their 
opposition is directed against "Lawyer," their 
head chief, who they accuse of having sold the 
country for a trifle. The effect of the sessions was 
satisfactory, resulting ia 
their 
consenting to 


accept the gifts of the government and the advan- 
tages which the reservation offers. Their chief com- 
plaint against the treaty is the smallness of the tract 
designated as the country for their acceptance, 
which the superintendent thinks is well founded. 
Many of them have large herds of stock whiob. 
require large tracts of country for their subsistence. 
Indian affairs throughout the Idaho superlntendency 
are reported tranquil. 


No Discrimination on Aceonnt of Color. 


One of the colored policemen on duty in tho Metro- 


politan force of this'district was yesterday appoint- 
ed a United States detective, and reported for duty 
at police headquarters this morning. 


Soldiers' and Sailors' Claims. 


Ex-Governor Ward, of New Jersey, has been here 


several days for the purpose of prosecuting unliqui- 
dated claims against tho government on behalf of 
the soldiers and sailors, and removing unfounded 
charges of desertion, Ac., in several cas.es. These 
services, it la known, are gratuitous, as were tnosa 
rendered to the soldiers and sailors from the com- 
mencement of tha late war to the present time, in 
all that concerned their welfare.

*eiterestlns Ooservations at Pensacola. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 28, 1669. 


Commander Sands, Superintendent of the Naval 


Observatory, to-day transmitted to the Secretary of 
the Navy a copy of the letter of Commander Gibson 
in relation to the meteoric shower of November 13 
and 14, which he observed at tae Pensacola Navy 
Yard. The night was still and cloudless, and after 
the moon was down the beauty and transparency of 
the starry sky, with its lurid belt of equatorial con- 
stellations culminating in Orion, with Slrius and 
tne planet Jupiter, Capella and Campus confronting 
each other in opposite quarters, or "rival houses of 
the heavens," and with a clearly defined pyramid of 
zodiacal light shining wonderfully bright and reach- 
Ing high toward tne zenith, were something remark- 
able, independent of the shooting stars. These were 
observed in extraordinary numbers from fifteen 
minutes past one A. M. until late in the dawn, 
swarming most between the hours of three ana four. 
It is clftlcult to give au average of the number per 
minute. It varied from two or three to twenty or 
thirty.

Tfae Snltan'B Relations to Ibe Suez Canal— 


Position of the Viceroy 
ofJSfcypt. 


{Vienna (Nov. 13) corresponflence of the London 
HeraW.j 
Concerning the Sultan's voyage to Egypt, in order 
to be present at the opening of tne Suez Canal, it is 
now certain that such a condescension on his part 
under the circumstances of the still pending very 
serious diflerences between him ana the KHedive 
could not conveniently be acceded to- The project 
lias, therefore, been definitely abandoned. It l am 
rightly informed, these differences are gradually 
approaching a culmmatmK point. But how the 
matter stanas at this present moment is not very 
clear. Some generally well inforinea persons pre- 
tend to know that a Turkish ultimatum is on the eve 
of departure from Constantinople in order to urire u 
definitive and positive reply irom the viceroy iu 
answer to the formal demands of the Porte; while 
others aver tnat such an answer has already 
arrived at Constantinople. 
Of these two ver- 
sions, I incline to give a preference 
to the 
former. There can be no aonbt, also, as to the 
raet that His Excellency Count Beust has used and 
still continues to u&e his ntinost efforts in advising 
the Pone not to stretch his formal rights beyond cer- 
tain limits; while, on the other hand, the occasion 
or his presence at Cairo will be made use or m order 
to dissuade the Viceroy against the adoption or any 
too positively deviating policy. - I hardly know 
•whether your reaaers will fully appreciate this diplo- 
matic parlance. But the plain meaning is simply 
this. Connt Beust leaves not a sione unturnea to 
prevent, if possible, or at least as lone as possible 
beth parties from committing themselves too far 
lest their going to loggerheads in down right good 
earnest become inevitable. 
Such a collision between the Sultan and his 
mighty Viceroy would, of course, involve endlens 
complications, ana, perhaps, tile most alarming con- 
sequences.

Your readerswill.be astonished to hear that dur- 
ing the past ten days-there has been a revolution in 
•Constantinople. A bloodless one, it is true, vet one 
tnat in its results may nave a lastimr and all-power- 
ful influence for good on tne future of Turkey. 


Tlie ladies have begun to make themselves heard, 
and they no longer intend to be compelled to hide 
their beauty beneath the disflgurinir yashmak or be 
.Ma away in the recesses of the harem. They have 
looked upon the lovely Fmnsa litvperatrizassy- 
tney .have seen tlie peerless beauty of her face. 
ana the inexpressible elegance of her form, ana 
.iney do not understand why their charms should 
.not also dazzle and delight beholders. They have 
.seen the 
Lord of .the Moslems himsefr give 
nls arm to a woman, and not only conduct her to 
.her palace, but accompany her to the carnaee and 
the caiqne, and they naturally ask why tney should 
lie obliged to veil their bright eyes andraircom- 
jplexions in a cloud of gauze, and take tueir solitary 
.pleasure on the water or at the Guenkson, without 
•the escort and companionship of their own inline- 
xnate lords. A "revolt of the harem" has, therefore 
•broken out in every ya« on.the Bosphorus, and tlie 
inner life of Stambonl Is troubled. This revolution 
BBS been going on silently jfor some time, but the 
X5 L, ^ EmPreas °f the .French appears to have 
" the crisis.

Now, however, the bright eyes Dash and 
the peaur teeth dazzle with their brightness beneath 
the veil .which,.from the fineness of its texture no 
longer serves to conceal, but rather adds a coquet- 
twh charm .to tne natural beauties beneath.

Having received, with, the greatest joy, the highly 
csteemea letter sent by your venerable sanctily to 
our Humility, we were moved to the inmost heart, 
as was meet, both at the thanks you so kindly ex- 
pressed to us for the fulfilment of what was at once 
a Christian and canonical duty in sending our Pro- 
tocyuccllus to the consecration performed by the 
most beloved of God, the Bishop of Gibraltar, the 
Lord Charles Amyand, and also at tlie communica- 
tion, in a spirit of brotherly love, of your desire and 
prayers that there may be upon earth one elect flock 
ana one Chief Shepherd—our Lord, uniting those 
tuat are divided, and guiding all, so that they may 
think, and speak the same thing and work together 
for the increase or His kingdom. 
We also night and day, praying our God and Sa- 
viour for these very things, do not cease, on every 
occasion, both to rejoice aud, so far as We can, to 
co-operate readily in every gooa work ana every 
good design lending to the edification and perfec- 
tion of our neighbor, and to the enlightenment and 
common agreement or all, and to the unity that is 
in Christ Jesus. Kor do we only pray for this; but 
we also expect and anticipate it irom the common 
Father, and from God tne Saviour and from Ills 
SDiro; when many shall be taught, and tfie knowl- 
edge of tne most ancient and unadulterated ortho- 
doxy shall be extenOeu which the primitive and 
Catholic Church ol Christ delivered to us, free rrom 
error, through the apostolic heralds of God, ana the 
God-oearing Father, and the seven venerable and 
God-moved Ecumenical Councils. 
But, as to the burial or your conntymen, be 
it known to your much-desired Holiness, that 
even if we had not been expressly exhorted 
and requested by any or the venerable Brit- 
ish bishops, we would of ourselves have granted 
every permission to bury English strangers deceased 
within our cemeteries, at the request of then- rela- 
tives; well knowing that "theearthis the Lord's, and 
the fullness thereof." This, then, we will much rather 
permit for the future, from consideration to your Bo- 
iiness, beloved of Christ, and in recompense, as is 
meet, of the tribute of brotherly Kindness, on the 
sole condition that no private rleht or property is in 
any case acquired in the ground in which they are 
buried. 


Having -very gratefully received the sacred Prayer 
Book of your Anglican Confession, presented to us by 
yon, we have deterred an answer chiefly on this ac- 
count, that, having more leisurely perused this

to sound doctrine." 
In the meantime, having gladly received the En- 
cyclical Epistle published by the Anglican bishops 
assembled two years since in England, to which is 
prefixed the commendatory letter of vour ever to be 
remembered Eminence, and perceiving from it that 
they distinctly confess and alarm, simply and in 
general, that they hold firmly and immovably the 
Holy Scriptures as the word of God, and that they 
maintain tne Creeds of one Holy ana Apostolic 
Church, ana keep pare and nndefiled its ancient 
order and worship * * * and reject all novelty, 
ana are endeavoring to publish abroad in all the 
earth the saving preaching of the gospel; perceiv- 
ine, we say, all this so distinctly and generally 
affirmed in words, we rejoiced greatly in our soul, 
suspecting the approach ana dawn of the gathering 
together m one aud the same fold of the Lord and 
the union of all the spiritual sheep everywhere. 
Rut on descending to the particulars of the con- 
tents or the Prayer Book, and of the distinguished 
confession of the Thirty-nine Articles contained in it 
since in the perusal of them both the statements 
concerning the eternal existence or the Holy Spirit 
and those concerning the Divine Eucharist, and "fur- 
ther, those concerning the number of the sacra- 
ments, conoercinsr Apostolical and Ecclesiastical 
traaitiou. the authority of the truly genuine ecu- 
menical councils, the position and mutual relations 
of the Church on earth and that in heaven; and, 
moreover, the honor ana reverence ane from us to 
those who are. in theory aud practice, the heroes of 
1 he faith—-tiie aaamautine martyrs and aihletes— 
since, we say, these statements appeared to 
us to savor too much of novelty; ana that 
•which is said (p. 59-', Art. 18) "As the churches

We would, there- 
fore, pray with our whole soul to the author and 
finibbcr of our salvation to enlighten the unaenand- 
ing of all with the light of ilia knowieage, and to 
make of all nations one speech of the one faith, ana 
of tue one love, and of the one hope of the Gospel;

A SAH FRANCISCO SUICIDE-AFFECTiKG LETTER. 


[From the San Francisco Alta California, Nov. 19.] 
About eleven o'clock yesterday morning a man 
namea L. E. Hmckley was found dead in a room iu 
Mrs. 
McDonald's boarding house, iiear Fort Point. 


Tlie deceased had taUen a room there the night pre- 
vious, being in search of his wife, whom he expected 
lived there, ana from whom he had been separated 
lor about a month. From the letters published belew 
which were found in his coat pocket, it appears that 
for some time past nc has been drinking to excess, 
though his wife did all m her oower to induce him 
to change ins course before leaving him. Alter lie 
had got over his "spree" ana come to his senses, 
being unable to procure work, uud his wile relufflug 
to join mm again, he determined to put an end to 
his existence. During the last week he has made 
several attempts to commit suicide, but the drug did 
not have the desired effect until yesterday. In the 
room was found lying a paper containing a portion 
of the poison which he had taken. 


The following notes were written In aplaln, legible 
business hauu, m a small nieinonmiluui book, with 
a lead pencil:—

VKITED STATES COMMISSIONER'S JOURT. 


The liottcry Cases. 


Before Commission Shields. 


The united states vs. Wood, Emerson Itowe ana 


Coftigan.—1'hls case Has been repeatedly before ttte 
Courts and at the previous hearing was adjourned 
in order that the bonds filed by tlie defendants with 
the Collector for the legal pursuit ot their business 
as lottery dealers might be produced. Tlie charge 
preferred against them was that they did not pay 
tlie special tax required by law. . 
Mr. Htban Allen produced receipts showing tha 
the defendants mentioned had paid the tax, and 
also handed m the bonds filed by them. 
Assistant District Attorney Jackson stated that 
inasmuch as tlie warrants upon which the defend 
ants were arrested did not set forth all tne charges 
and real questions involved he would move for the 
defendants' discharge, since it was hardly fair to 
proceed against parties unless there was reasonable 
ground for supposing that tne complaint could be 
substantiated. 
Commissioner Shields observed that the charge 
against the defendants was for not paying special 
tax as lottery dealers. Their counsel, however, pro- 
duced tne receipts, which, certainly disposed ot that 
portion ol the complaint. 


The case was accordingly dismissed. 


Smuggling Cigars. 


The Unltea States vs. Isidore M. Bon—A3 pre< 


viously mentioned the defendant is charged with 
smuggling 20,000 cigars. Evidence was adduced 
yesterday to show that the cigars purchased by de- 
fendant from one Albran were not stampeu as re- 
quired by law.

Conn,—The prisoner was arrested in this city two 
days ago by order of Superintendent Kennedy, on 
the faith of a telegraphic despatch from the Chief o: 
Police at Charleston, S. C., which stated tnat he was 
charged with swindling to the amount of $10,000 
accomplished by means of fraudulent drafts. 


Mr. K. S. Nicuol and Judge Leonard appeared on 


behalf of the prisoner and movea for his discharge, 
on the ground that there was no authority lor his 
arrest 
Mr. Cnmmmgs, of the firm of Brown, Hall & Van- 
derpoel, asked for a postponement, and read a de- 
spatch from Charleston, requesting tnat the prisoner 
be held until a requisition could be sent lorward. 
Judge Leonard onposed the adjournment, and said 
he had looked carefully into the matter and was 
satisfied it was a mere effort; to collect a civil debt. 
This man had sent on money here to be banted with 
his usual bankers, and drew drafts against it, and it 
apneareci that the party had failed to make the 
proper deposit. 
There was no pretence of a 
warrant or affidavit signed either here or in 
Charleston. Therefore Superintendent Kennedy hat 
acted as officer and commitlinor magistrate, and 
wholly without authority. If Mr, Cohn could be 
held without proper warrant so could any other 
citizen, and it was due m this case that the law 
should be vindicated by his prompt discharge. 
Judge Ingraham said if there was no authority for 
his arrest there could be none for his furtner deten- 
tion, ana he would, therefore, order his immediate 
discharge. 
Mr. Conn then left the court, once more a free 
man.

FIRST WARD RUFFIASISfl AGAIN. 


Two of Tlicin Attempt to Mnrdcr a Police- 


man, a Citizen uud a Colored Woman in 
tlie Eighth Ward—Narrow Escape of tlie 
Woman. 
Since the extraordinary verdict rendered in the 


First ward murder a short time since, in which a 
citizen was deliberately shot arjd Killed by a public 
officer while ileeing, the roughs In the city, and 
especially In the First ward, have had extra induce- 
ments held out to them to commit their depreda- 
tions and murderous assaults on inoffensive cltizei»s. 
A scene was transacted in the Eishth ward on Thurs- 
day night which came near resulting in the death of 
three citizens, the facts of which; as reported by the 
police, are as follows:— 


It appears that between nine and ten o'clock at 


night officer PatricK O'Brien, who was on post m 
Greene street was informefl by the keeper of a saloon 
at No. 120, named Frederick Hollsteln, better known 
as "Dutch Fred," that two young men named 
PatricS Maloney and George Sipp were in his place 
intoxicated, creating a disturbance and insulting and 
abusing his customers. The officer entered aud, 
finding matters as represented to him, took Maloney 
by tlie coat collar and removed him to the pave- 
ment for the purpo se of conveying him to the sta- 
tion house, corner of Houston and Prince streets. 
They had not proceeded rar when the officer, hear- 
ing a clickinc noise behind him, turned and discov- 
ered Slpp with a heavy six barrelled Colt's revolver, 
which he pointed "&t him aud snapped, but 
the weapon refused to be discharged. Instantly 
cocking it again he snanped it the second 
time with the same result as before. 
While 
he was in tne act of again snapping, O'Brien loosed 
hia hold or Maloney and, drawing his baton, dealt 
Sipp a blow on the cranium which felled him to 
the pavement like an ox- As he was railing he 
threw the revolver to the opposite side of the street, 
and Maloney, who was then at liberty, sprung for it 
and, obtaining possession or it, ran down the 
street, closely pursued by a citizen, who shortly 
abandoned the pursuit^ as they had npt proceeded 
bat a short distance beiore Maloney whirled and 
pointing the revolver at him snapped it, with the 
same result, however, as his friend Sipp, the weapon 
still refusing to be discharged. Sipp, who was 
m the custody of 
officer O'Brien, was cou- 


veyeu to the station house and Maloney pro- 
ceeded down Greene street to the basement of 
102, occupied by a colored woman named Battle 
Brown, where he offered lilty cents to allow him 
to retnaim all night. 
The proposition was ac- 
cepted ou the part or the woman, the money paid, 
and the would-be murderer assigned his quarters. He 
had not been long in the house, however, before he 
became solicitous concernmg the welfare or his 
friend, and endeavored to ascertain his whereabouts. 
This idea no sooner entered his nead than he got up, 
dressed Jiiraself and demanded of the woman that 
she should refund him his money as he had con- 
cluded not to remain. This she relused to do, when 
Maloney drew the revolver, and pointing it at her 
head Hired, tlie ball just grazing her ear aud lodging 
in the wall behind her, where it flattened out and 
was afterwards lonnd by officer O'Brien. So close 
was tne pistol to her person, that wnenitwas dis- 
charged the powder burned her face aud burned olf 
nearly all her eye lashes. 
Maloney, after firing 
the shot, 
proceeded 
to

station, 
anu 
upon 
mafcing 
inquiries 
for his friend Sipp 
was recognized by olllcer O'Brien, who upon search- 
ing him found the weapon concealed in tlie leg of 
his boot, having one or the chambers discharged. 
He was also incarcerated, and the two yesterdav 
morning arraigned before Justice Dodge at Jefferson 
Market, when a complaint ol felonious assault was 
preferred against Maloucy by the woman Brown, 
and a like complaint preferred by olflcer O'Brien 
against Sipp. 
In their informal examination Maloney stated he 


was twenty-one years of ace, born in New York, re- 
sided at No. 17 West street, by occupation a seaman 
au<l not guilty of tne charge. Sipp is twenty-two 
years of age, born in this city, resides at No. in "West 
street, by occupation a boatman, and states lie is not 
guilty ol the cliarge preferred against him. They 
were both, however, committed in uetault «.f $2,suu 
bail to appear and answer at the (leueral Sessions.

The woula-ue assassin was at once captured ana 
taken to Dillon & Hawke's pork house where he 
was guarded by at least 100 men. and during the 
evening several unsuccessful etlorts were made to 
lynch Him.

THE NAUBAOAKSETT INDIANS.—A correspondent 


of the Providence Evening Press gives an account of 
i recent visit to the remains of tue once powerful 
ndian tribe, the Narragansetts, now found in Rhode 
sland. They are chieriy coniinea to the town of 
Uharlestown, und own about one-seventh of the 
vholo territory of that town. In 1833 there were 
ivlngln the town 100 Karragausetts, besides about 
Ifty wno were living elsewhere. Only seven or these 
were pure Narragansotts, and only fourteen were 
veu naif-blooits. The others were mixed bloods 
and mongrels, wtth a large infusion of negro blood 
n their veins. At present there are only about 100 
naiang of all Kinds in the town, and only one pure 
nlood among them all. The men are 
chiefly 
armers, (Ishermen and stone masons; and those 
ruo are industrious set a good living. But 
dleness ana 8hiftles8n«B8 are dominant character- 
sties, and their lands, which were originally good 
re much exhausted ana quite unproductive. A 
onsiaerablo quantity or the land Is owned by the 
rlbe in common, say about 1,000 acres, and the prl- 
ate lands of the Indians cxceea 1,000 acres. As 
ong as the State allowed it the Indiana continued to 
ell their private lands ror triniiig sums, often for 
whiskey, but now no luaiuu can eell hjs land, without 
tt» consent 9ftha»itMe.

night ofllcer Patrick O’Urien. who w as on p o s tín 
Greene street was Informed by the keeper of a saloon 
a t No. FJO, nam ed Frederick Hollstein, bettor know n 
os "Dutch Fred,” that 
two young m eu uam ed 
Patrick Maloney and George Sipp w eic m his place 
Intoxicated, creatlug a disturbauce and insulting and 
abusing ills custom ers. The ofllcer entered and, 
flnding m atters us represented to him, took Maloney 
by the coat collar aud removed him to tbe pave­ 
m ent for the purpo se of conveying him to the sta­ 
tion house, corner of Houston and Prtuce streets. 
They hud not proceeded far w hen tbe officer, hear-

TREASURY POLICY—THE MISTAKES. 


To THE EDITOR OP THE HESALD:— 


An evening newspaper or this city contains the 


following paragraph:—"There is a vast deal of non- 
sense in this phrase of elastic currency. What 
neans it? Money is the measure or values." We 
lad supposed until now that the great law or supply 
md demand measures value, and that money was 
the convenient medium used Tor tne exchange or 
oroperty. The only standard of value is the want of 
a thing. If one horse is offered for sale and five men 
want the horse, then the one who wants tne most 
and has the ability to bay WiU get the horse. When 
.he purchase Is completed money or some other 
hing that the seller wanes most will be received in 
layment. The price of property is made by demand 
md supply. Again, the paragraph says:—"We nave 
been standing in tue air now since 1861, and blown 
about by every wind that came along, with paper 
ihanging from 2SO to 126. Ho man now knows in 
he morning what he may be worth at night" 
Thia is a fair sample of the lack or knowledge of 


many who attempt to lead "public opinion. This 
ditor says he has been standing opoa air since 1861. 
le certainly deals in airy nothings, and is very 
windy, if not gassy. He had better come down to 
arth and learn ponderable facts. Does he know 
hat the quotation.- of gold since tne adoption or the 
^egal Tender act have been based upon the value or 
Suglish coin, not upon American coin. Gold is never 
potea^r with reference to T>UT coin, because there 
are no sales made in public with any reference to it. 
Tne quotation of 126 is according to the standard of 
guineas, or pure gold. Our gold is nine parts alloy 
and therefore the quotation should be as between 
our coined gold and oar coined paper. Tne differ- 
ence to-day between our gold aud our paper is seven- 
teen per cent, and if the editor will step into a bul- 
lion office in Wall street he will learn that he can 
purchase our corned gold with onr coined paper by 
the addition of seventeen per cent. This editor 
can learn from this fact tnat the purchase 
and sale 
of 
gold 
at 
the 
Gold Exchange 
since our suspension has had no reference to our 
coined paper, but entirely to a foreign standard. 
And because there is a difference of seventeen per 
cent between our sold aud our paper this editor has 
been hanging in the air "and been blown about by 
every wind that came along." And he asserts that 
in consequence of this premium on gold "no man 
no w knows in the morumg what he may be worth at 
night." 


As the quotations have uniformly been made upon 
a foreign standard, is it not evident that onr gold 
coin has been ignored altogether f We have dealt in 
gold for Europe, not for America; therefore, as 
Hurope will not take our paper, but will take our 
gold, the price or gold varies with the foreign de- 
mand, while the currency remains quiet and sta- 
tionary in onr country. 


For the information of the editor we will tell 
nim chat since gold sold in Wall street for 250 to 
the time it nad declined to 126 tne currency 
Has been doubled 
in volume. 
He does not 
remember this, or he would not make sucli baseless 
assertions. If doubling the issue of currency reduces 
tne price of gold from 280 to 128,'then an addition of 
twenty-five per cent of currency will reduce gold to 
par. 
these inconsistent and absurd statements 
arlae from ignorance and presumption. When two 
currencies are floating together in our country the 
supply and demand must oe perfectly equal, and 
then the relative vawe will be equal, nut when 
there shall arise a greater aemaud for one than the 
other then an inequality is produced. If a demand 
lor one currency comes from a quarter where the 
other will not be received then this extra demand 
advances the price, bnt it does not affect the value 
of the other currency, provided it shall be Increased 
to the extent that the exported currency is with- 
drawn. Before the war our paper currency was 
one of 
sufferance, 
and its value in business 
was based upon Its instant convertibility inso 
gold com; therefore the withdrawal or gold de- 
stroyed this convertible value ana produced what is 
properly termed inconvertible paper. But our Con- 
gress changed all this. Tney found by sad expe- 
rience that an alioy of nine per cent would not pre- 
vent our bankers and merchants from sendiu" this 
depreciated gold out of our country. 
They there- 


fore determined that as they had the power to adul- 
terate onr coin nine per cent, to retain it lu the 
country for currency, they had tne power co adul- 
terate ninety-nine per cent to effect tue same pur- 
pose; they therefore issued coined paper and fixed 
or "regulated the value thereof." 
This made our 
coined paper money independent of gold. By mak- 
ing u a legal tender they conferred upon it all the 
essential qualities that gold possesses for a currency 
You may thus see tnat the taking from us one cur- 
rency does not necessarily decrease the value of the 
other. 


Tnere is no relative or convertible character that 
connects the legal tender paper with the legal tender 
gold in our country. They act separate and inde- 
pendent of each other in all business where cur- 
rency is used. Thus you will see that the disparity 
In price between ttte gold for commerce and the 
paper for inland trade does not Imply a depreciation 
in tne value ol oar currency. Your persistence in 
tnis matter reminds me of an anecdote told by a cel- 
ebrated traveller who was trying to illuminate a 
Hindoo by telling mm that he was deceived bv 
appearances; tuat the sun did not rise or set, but 
that it remained stationary and the earth turned 
round. HB listener remained silent for a moment 
then said, "No, no; you cannot cheat me. Do J not 
see the sun riae every morning and set every eve- 
ning; and do 1 not know that ir the eartii should 
turn over I would fall off?"

In 
pursuance of these directions an engine was 
attached to the trucks of the complainants, and they 
were taken out of the State, it Is also averred mat 
it was at that time, and has been since, per- 
fectly well understood between the directors of boih 
said companjea and their agents, that these trucks 
gfioujq be Sept out 61 the State, in order to compel 
the locmnotive manufacturers to employ the Union 
Locomotive ExpreSs Company to take the engines 
from Paterson to. Long Dock, and in order to 
furnish a pretence to charge the extortionate ana 
unreasonable prices now charged by that Express 
CoTnpany, It is further shewn, that tne price for 
transporting locomotives over other roads in the 
United states is forty cents per mile for each loco- 
motive, or one and one-third cents per mile per ton. 
It is, m other words, the general rule and custom to 
transport them as ordinary freight, whether the 
Union Locomotive Express Company is a duly 
organized comnany 
or not, it is charged it 
was gotten up ana procured to be organized by Jay 
Goulu, James Fist, Jr., and F. A, Lane, three 
of the directors of thn Erie Railway Company, 
in connection and combination with W. M. Kasson, 
3. G. Dudley, Hohry J. Smith, C- V. Kasson and a 
person styled in the act P. R. Randall, who are made 
jarties to this bill tot the purpose of discovery, as 
well as other purposes, and was devised mainly as r 
A 
contrivance tu shift the duties -and responsibilities 
as "common carriers" from the Brie Rajlwr^y Com- 
pany to an. irresponsible company or se,c of men, 
with responsibility limited as "forwarders" only, 
and In order to enabie'tlie defendants, or some ol 
them, to make tllCial ana exorbitant charges for 
transportation without Incurring the penalties .of 
tue law or assuming tnct risks of common carriers. 
It is "claimed that the Erie Hallway Company cannot 
by any such contrivance evade its just responsibility 
as a common carrier; that these contrivances.to rid 
the Erie Railway Company of its duties aud respon- 
sibilities are fraudulent and void, and that the 
money obtained thereby has been obtained uy fraud 
aud umawlully, and the amount thereof in excess of 
the lecal rate of freight should be paid back. 
On June 2. 1S69, the Rogers Locomotive Works 
delivered to the Krie Railway Company iit 1'ntersoii, 
to be transported to Long l>oct, a locomotive and 
louder lor the Sew Haven and Northampton Rail- 
road. Being on their own (the locomotive com- 
panj'B) trucks the Erie Hallway CoiupanyBrelused to 
receive them, but directed that they should be trans- 
ferred to the trucks 01 the Union Locomotive Ex- 
press Company, which was done, under protest, the 
Erie Company charging thirty-one dollars for freight- 
age aud fifteen dollars lor "discharge" (about lour 
lours' use of the dock, until the locomotive could 
be moved ou baard a vessel). On Juue 3 tiie same 
game was re-enacted with another euniue for the 
same road. On the 12th of August last the com- 
plainants delivered into the hands of 
the 
firie Railway 
"Company a tender for 
the 
Kansas and Pacific Railway Company, which 
they desired to be taken to the junction of the Morns 
and Essex Railway, near Bergen tunnel, about thir- 
teen miles. The Erie atrent was offered a transporta- 
tion ticket, -with the place of destination markeu upon 
it, and twelve dollars in money for the freight, which 
was fully enough to pay the legal charge. The freight^ 
age and ticket were both refused, with the information 
that uuder the existing Instructions the ticket or 
tender coula not be taken, tne Erie company having 
no facilities for tue transportation ol such freight. 
Upon being asked what was meant by "facilities," 
the reply was that Kasson's Uuion Locomotive Ex- 
press Company had the contract for transporting 
all engines and tenders. The complainants m their 
bill demand that the contract be produced, 
ir such a paper does exist it is thought 
that 
it cannot relieve 
the 
Erie 
company 
irom the regulations of the charter uuder which ic 
acts, or should act. It is alleged that the Erie com- 
pany at this tune Had full and ample "facilities" for 
carrying the freight as desired. Another engine, de- 
livered to the Erie company on Juue 8, was delayed 
three days and was then taken westward to Owego, 
N. 1". The agent of the road (the Southern Central) 
renised to receive the locomotive at that point, and 
Me Erie then brought it back to Binghamton and 
from thence to Syracuse. The trucks upon which 
the locomotive was loaded, belonging to the manu- 
facturers, were then brought to Binghamton, where - 
they have since beenkept. Upon another occasion 
MK. Kasson, the ostensible manager of the Union 
Locomotive Express Company, offered if Mr. 
Rogers 
would 
ship a 
locomotive 
by 
his 
express 
and pay 
S250 therefor, 
and make 
no protest, that hair the money would be returned 
to him in a few dnys. Mr. Rogers, however, refused, 
and paid the charge under protest. Mr. Kasson 
then said the Erie company was prepared to flghc it 
out on that line, ana that it had tne locomotive 
builders of Paterson in its power. He also told Mr. 
Rogers that in making bids for Western locomotives 
to be delivered iu Chicago he should add $500 (Kas- 
son's pricefor sen ding them tlirough), and advised 
him also to add $250 on all to be delivered at Long 
Dock. The agents of the company informed Mr. 
Rogers also that they had orders to take no locomo- 
tives away which were not upon the trucks of the 
Union Locomotive Express Company. This had the 
appearance of a conspiracy to defraud the stock- 
nolders of the Erie Railway, who could not, of 
course, claim any dividends from 
the 
profits 
or the Union Locomotive Express Company. 
An ordinary locomotive and tender are worth 
$14,000, and the delay occasioned several times has 
caused serious trouble, aud the complainants are 
fearful lest by being unable to deliver the locomo- 
tives according to contract they will be caused much 
damage, .tc. It is alleged that the locomotive man- 
ufacturing business of Paterson has suffered con- 
siderably, inasmuch, as many railroads have ordered 
their engines in other places rather tnan run the risk 
of such delay and trouble In having them delivered. 
1'he locomotive business of Paterson has heretofore 
^een very extensive, one establishment turning out 
about 110 locomotives a year and the other two over 
100, giving employment to at least 2,000 hands. 
Although the Erie managers have frequently been 
applied to for redress on this score they invariably 
refuse to transport them any other way except by 
the locomotive express. The complainants aver that 
unless tins practice is restrained Dy an injunction 
their losses and damages therefrom will be enor- 
mous. And, furthermore, the complainants claim 
that the Erie Railway Company is likely to become 
nsolvcnt. Their stock is now selling in the market 
at less than thirty per cent of its par value, and the 
company nas largely mortgaged the road. The pre-

In what particular companies 
the complainants have no particular knowledge, but 
demand tne defendants be ordered to fully show in 
their answer, not only as to the extent of their inter- 
est m Hie Locomotive Express Company, but also in 
llie Rolling Mill and all other companies or 
corporations in which they are in any way 
interested. All of these actions of the direc- 
tors tend to toe utter insolvency of the Erie 
Hallway Company, aud in a very short time will re- 
duce it to insolvency, if it is not in that condition 
already. The complainants also pray that Hie Erie 
directors, in their answer to Hiis bill, be compelled 
to show up all the assets, debts and liabilities of the 
Erie Railway Company, in what they consist, Ac., m 
order that it may be known with certainty whether 
or not the company is aole to pay its debts and lia- 
bilities, and ol how many snares Its capital stock 
now consists, how much has been subscribed aud 
paid in, iu cash or otherwise, and how, wheu and 
by whom. 


On May 20, 1S69, the Erie directors procured the 
passage of an act by the LxiBM'jre of 3Sew York, 
entitled "An act to amend chupter 268, entitled 'an 
act relative to the Erie, New York Central, Hudson 
River and Harlem Railroad Companies ' " ny which 
act it was declared that no stockholder of either of 
these roads should be a director or officer of either of 
the roads. The Board of Directors in each ol these 
companies might so classiiy the members of such 
board, by lot or otherwise, that one-fifth of their 
number should go out of office at each annual elec- 
tion, and that at the next election directors should 
be voted for only in place of those whose terms 
should expire. It is alleged that no such classi- 
fication has been made by the Erie directors. 
If it 
was, it was such a classification as would put out 
sucn of the directors as t:sre not willing to joiu with 
the majority in their combinations and bargains. 
At the time or the passage or the act referred to 
(May 20, 1889) the directors did not own a majority 
of the stock of the Erie Railway, but they now do. 
It is alleged this act was passed not to promote the 
mterestsof the company, but to enable the Board of 
Directors, consisting of seventeen (or a majority of 
them), to control the actions and operations of the 
company for a period of years in defiance of the 
majority (m value) of its stockholders, for tfle pur- 
pose or entering into "bargains" as before men- 
tioned, and to perpetnate their power as. directors 
in defiance of the wish aud wisdom of the 
stockholders. The directors of the Erie Company 
are also directly charged with combining witn tne 
Uuiou Locomotive Express companies and other 
corporations, for the puroose or extorting irom those 
who came under their power, and to delraud the 
stockholders of what would otherwise add to their 
dividends.

The Atlantic and threat Western Railroad 


Case—Unfavorable Condition of the Coot* 
pany's Finances—Jay Mould's "Sicky? Dodge— 
Resignation of Receiver G'Dohcrly—Ncgoti* 
ations for a Compromise. 


AKKON, Ohio, Nov. 26,186D. 


The Erie case was brought up to-day before Judge 


Boyuton. All the parties were present excepting 
Jay Gould, who is sick. t\ A. Lane and the Erie 
party, J. Gould and \V. Archdail O'Do&erty as re- 
ceivers, swear to the following abstract of the earn- 
ing of the Atlantic and Great Western Railway from 
April 9 to August 81, Inclusive:—From freights, 
$1,492,714; from passengers, $387,279; for mails, 
$14,107; from 
express, 
$30,572; miscellaneous, 


510,102. Total, $1,934,774. The road meanwhile has 
moved 763,430 tons of freight, 93,474 passengers. The 
debt of the Atlantic and Great Western Railway is 
as follows:—Mortgage bonds, $30,348,900; accrued 
interest thereon, $7,024,307; debentures, $14,000,000; 
fioatlnc debt, $13,000,000; stock, $39,000,000. Total, 
$94,373,207. There are affidavits in court that the 
road cannot sell for $15,000,000 if put on the ma rket 
with the utmost care. Adjourned till afternoon. 


On the reassembling of the court Mr. McFarla nd 


urged an immediate hearing on the motion to re- 
move the receivers, which was opposed by the Erie 
attorneys in every possible way, and a protracted dis- 
cussion ensued. 
An affidavit was presented from Jared B. Baldwin, 
a Sew York physician, dated New York, November 
24, swearing that Jay Gould was theu too sick to 
leave his residence on Filth avenue. To this a gen- 
tleman in court replied that to his positive knovri- 
ledga Jay Gould was at the office that same Wednes- 
day evening. 
The next delay was by request of Erie counsel for 
jnst twenty mmntes to get a teleiMpiuc answer 
from Gould on the proposition for adjustment just 
forwarded to New Yorx. The intermission was al- 
lowed, but darkness came on and nothing was 
heard from Gould, so an adjournment was made till 
evening. 
In the evening Mr. Hutchins, ror Wisner H. Town- 
send, a defendant, proceeded with tne motion ror 
the removal of the receivers; and when the name ot 
W. Archdail O'Doherty was SDOken W. W. McFar- 
land, of New York, attorney for the Atlantic and 
Great Western, stated that he was authorized by 
Mr. O'Doherty to tender his resignation of the 
receivership. Thus Gould is left alone in the con- 
tested office. 
Mr. Hutchins read an affidavit from Colonel Rush 


C. Hawkins, director and formerly attorney for the 
Atlantic and Great Western, wherein he gave the 
particulars of a compact between Gould and 
McHeury for getting an order of sale quietly, thus 
throwing the Atlantic and Great Western into their 
Hands. The company was then to be reorganized, 
aud Gould was to take sixteen twenty-eighths of the 
stock and McHenry twelve tweuty-elghihs. There

When the attorneys were about to begin their 
pleas, a delay was asked and finally an adjourn- 
ment was taken until to-morrow morning. Judge 
Boynton stated that he would have no more delays, 
ana now we may expect either a settlement or the 
pressing of the case to He end.
